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Mubarak

“He and the King will be try- 
ing to consolidate the joint Arab 
stand adopted at the Amman 
summit," the minister, who 
asked' not. to be named, told 
Reuters. 

The Arab summit in Novem- 
ber condemned Iran for its 
failure to' obey a UN Security 
Council ceasefire order, endor- 
sed the idea of an intenational 
Middle ,East peace conference 
and allowed Arab states to renew 
tief with Egypt. 

Pledged 

.. Before his stop in Baghdad, 
Mubarak had visited all six GCC 
states and pledged Egypt's sup- 
port if Iran threatened their 
security. 

. During hisGulf tour Mubarak 
was reported to have reviewed 
contingency plans to counter an 
Iranian threat, but Egyptian 
officials said he was not asked to 
send troops to the area. 

Apart from the Gulf, the 
Egyptian and Jordanian leaders 
w£re also expected to discuss

LONDON, Jan 16, (Agen- 
cies): United Nations envoy 
Marrack Goulding accused 
Israel today of using “unduly 
harsh” methods to restore 
order in the riot-tom West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The UN undersecretary-gen- 
eral also blamed the Israeli 
government for pursuing 
policies he said had created “des- 
pair" and “hopelessness” among 
Palestinian refugees and led to 
violence. 

Goulding made the remarks in 
an interview with the BBC's 
World Service radio network in 
the Israeli-occupied territories 
where he is investigating living 
conditions in Palestinian refugee 
camps. 

The interview was taped hours 
before the envoy narrowly mis- 
sed being caught up in rioting in a 
West Bank refugee camp. 

. Accused 

Goulding - acknowledged 
Israel's right to maintain orderin 
the occupied territories, but 
accused the security forces of 
over-reacting in quelling Pales- 
tinian demonstrations. 

“What we are complaining 
about is first of all the methods 
that are being used to maintain 
law and order, which 1 think in 
the judgment of the whole of the 
international community has 
been unduly harsh and has been 
disproportionate to the threat 
posed by the demonstrators," he 
said. 

"Secondly, and on a rather 
wider basis, we are very concer- 
ned about the despair that exists 
amongst the Palestinian popula- 
tion in the occupied territories, 
the feeling they have that there is 
no peace process under way, that 
their land is being gradually 
taken away through the Israeli 
settlement and other policies of 
the Israeli government, that 
there is economic discrimination 
against them." 

He said it was the feeling of 
hopelessness among Palestin- 
ians, “especially in the refugee 
camps — their conditions are 
pretty bad — which has led to 
this kind of crisis." 

Israeli troops were out in force 
in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip today, but few 
incidents were reported one day 


after police fired tear gas at Pales- 
tinian protesters on Jerusalem’s 
Temple MounL 

The Israeli government defen- 
ded yesterday's police action 
against the estimated 300 prote- 
stersat oneof Islam's holiest sites 
and thectash aroused only m uled 
reaction today. 

During Lhe demonstrations, 
protesters threw stones, chanted 
slogans and burned Israeli and 
American flags. 

Riot police charged into the A1 
Aqsa and Dome of the Rock 
mosques yesterday after wor- 
shippers beat up a policeman and 
stole his pistol during some of the 
worst dashes ever seen on the 
holy Temple MounL 

Battle 

Hundreds of police in full bat- 
tle gear and carrying truncheons 
and tear gas rifles battled with 
stone-throwing Palestinians 
after noon services yesterday. 

In the most violent inrident of 
yesterday’s hour-long dash, 
Palestinians caijying sticks and 
clubs beatu policeman, stole his . 
pistol and tned to drag him into 
Ai Aqsa mosque, said police 
spokesman Rafi Levy. 

Palestinian witnesses said 
police retaliated by firing tear gas 
into the mosque and beating the 
worshippers with dubs as they 
cameouL 

Levy denied that police fired 
tear gas into the mosque or beat 
worshippers but said policemen 
entered Al Aqsa and body-sear- 
ched each person going out until 
they found the pistol. 

In the Baiata refugee camp 
near Nablus on the West Bank, 
troops dispersed demonstrators 
today with tear gas and rubber 
bullets, cutting snort the visit by 
Goulding. 

UN spokesman William Lee 
said Goulding, who is investigat- 
ing five weeks of unrest in the 
territories which has left 39 
Palestinians dead, spent an hour 
louring the camp. 

He had been talking to 
refugees and visiting homes 
when an Israeli Army patrol on a 
nearby street fired the gas and 
rubber bullets, apparently at 
youths who had thrown stones. 
Lee said Goulding then derided 
to leave. .

Choi said Seoul was withdraw- 
ing guidelines issued in Sept 1987 
which allowed South Korean 

diplomats to talk more freely to 
North Koreans at diplomatic 
functions. . . 

Assistant Foreign Minister 
Park Soo-Gil said Seoul had also 
asked Japan to cut “all its human 


and material exchanges" with 
Pyongyang' and had asked 
Washington to inform North 
Korea's main allies, the Soviet 
Union and China, of the truth 
about the airline disaster. 

Seoul has presented evidence 
of North Korea's involvement in 
the bombing to world bodies 
including the United Nations, 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee and the International 
Civil Aviation Organisation, he 
said. 

Alms 

Seoul officials say one of the 
aims of the bombing was to dis- 
courage countries from accept- 
ing invitations to lake part in the 
Olympic Games which open in 
Seoul in September. 

South Korean officials say the

Siamese twins inoperable 

Deformed hearts dash 
all hopes of survival 


By Jadranka Porter 

A SERIES of cardie checks 
which revealed severe defor- 
mities in Siamese twins bom in 
Kuwait last week dashed hopes 
of their survival. The twins yes- 
terday underwent seven hours of 
highly specialised examinations 
at the Chest Diseases Hospital 
with doctors trying to find a way 
of saving the life of at least one 
girl through surgery, which was 
tentatively scheduled for today. 

But at 5.00 pm yesterday they 
were forced to concede they were 
helpless and pronounce the 
twins' case as “inoperable.” 
Ventilation 

“This is such a complicated 
cardiac case that nothing can be 
done for them, neither here nor 
anywhere else in the world,” said 
Atef Fouda. consultant anaesth- 
etist at Ibn Sina hospital. 


The twins are kept alive 
artificially by mechanical ven- 
tilation and intravenous feeding 
and disappointed doctors have 
adopted a "wait and see” 
attitude. 

The specialised tests which 
included ultrasonography and 
cardio-cathelerisation revealed 
that each of the girls has a heart 
which consists of three instead of 
four chambers. The three cham- 
bers are two auricles and one 
ventricle, which in the case of 
baby Number Two is extremely 
small. 

Both hearts are wrapped in 
one sack but the wail separating 
the two auricles is perforated 
which means that oxygenated 
blood could not be separated 
from non-oxygenated, rendering 
the hearts useless. Each baby has 
an aorta and a pulmonary artery

MANAMA, Jan 16. (Agencies): 
Iranian speedboats pumped 
rocket-propelled grenades into a 
Japanese chemical tanker in the 
Strait of Hormuz today, starting 
a fierce fire that forced the 
evacuation of most of the crew, 
shipping officials said. 

At least two powerful launches 
swept over the southern Gulf 
from a Revolutionary Guard 
base al Abu Musa island and 
opened fire on the 12,467-lon 
Rainbow. 

The attack ignited a raging fire 
amid fears the Liberian-flagged 
vessel's cargo of inflammable 
chemicals would explode. Bui no 
casualties immediately were 
reported. It was the fourth such 
attack by Iran on Gulf shipping 
in three days. 

Crew 

Shipping sources said most of 
the crew was taken off the Japan- 
ese-owned tanker while it was in 
Omani waters. Only a few 
officers were left on board to 
prevent the vessel drifting out of 
control. 

A gunboat from Oman eviden- 
tly ferried the crewmen ofT the 
burning tanker, the sources said. 
Lloyds of London shipping 
intelligence unit said various 
foreign warships also were in 
attendance. The Pentagon said it 
had no knowledge whether any 
US warships were involved. Brit- 
ish and US vessels have been 
more active in assisting vessels 
not flying their flags in recent 
weeks. 

Three fire-fighting tugs raced 
to the scene and extinguished the 
fire after several hours, the sour- 
ces said. 

It was not clear jf the vessel was 
in international waters when it 
was attacked. 

Sultanate of Oman has a 
policy of providing human- 
itarian assistance to ships in dis- 
tress. Its Coast Guard helped 
another stricken tanker Friday. 

Iranian speedboats on Friday 
ignited a fire aboard a Nor- 
wegian ship laden with liquid 
petroleum gas and then shelled 
an empty Liberian-registered 
Dutch tanker.

Arms cut prospects may be wrecked: Gorbachev 

Star Wars: a bottleneck 


MOSCOW, Jan 16, (Reuter): 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev has signalled the US “Star 
Wars” anti-missile defence 
project could wreck prospects 
for cuts in strategic weaponry. 

The Kremlin message was 
delivered in a speech reported by 
the official Tass news agency 
today to members of a new mler- 
national committee on the 
survival of humanity. 

“If the arms race moves oul 
into space, it would bring des- 
tabilisation and that is why as a 
matter of principle it is impossi- 
ble to agree with such a thought,” 
he said. 

View 

“Our view is that ... it is 
impossible to work on disar- 
mament in some areas and 
extend the arms race in others,” 
Gorbachev added in what 
analysts said was a clear 
reference to Star Wars, formally 
known as the Strategic Defence 
Initiative (SD1). 


Tass said he delivered the 
speech on Friday. 

Gorbachev's remarks came as 
talks were resuming between the 
superpowers in Geneva on a so- 
called Start trea ly to reduce their 
arsenals of intercontinental mis- 
siles by 50 per cent. 

At their summit in Washing- 
ton last month, he and President 
Reagan agreed to work for com- 
petition of the treaty for signing 
at a return summit in Moscow, 
probably in late spring. 

Moscow presented a new draft 
accord in Geneva on Friday but a 
US spokesman rejected it, saying 
it appeared aimed at crippling 
SDI. Reagan has insisted he will 
pursue the programme, despite 
Soviet objections. 

At a Moscow news conference 
earlier today, senior Soviet 
official representing the Foreign 
Ministry and the armed forces 
expressed optimism that a Start 
accord could be reached. 

Gorbachev told the new com- 


mittee that if space became an 
grena for military competition 
“first of all, the threat to mank- 
ind would be preserved, and 
secondly, the waste of resources 
would continue.’’ 

“We are firm supporters of 
moving forward without slowing 
the tempo of disarmament, and 
in this area we are ready to go a 
long way,” he told the commit- 
tee, which includes leading 
American scientists and public 
figures. 

He said Moscow's construc- 
tive attitude had been shown in 
the long negotiations leading up 
to December’s Intermediate- 
range Nuclear Forces (INF) 
treaty which he signed with 
Reagan in Washington. 

“Even more flexibility and 
consiructiveness will be neces- 
sary in dealing with strategic 
offensive weapons. It is all much 
more complicated, and that is 
why a constructive approach is 
needed.” Gorbachev added. 


An Iraqi fighter jet sent a 
French-made Exocet missile cra- 
shing into the Cypriot-registered 
tanker United Venture off Iran 
on Monday, killing eight sailors 
to end a brief “tanker war” lull. 

Iran retaliated before dawn 
Thursday with attack on the 
Dutch tanker — lhe first by Iran- 
ian forces in the Gulf since Chris- 
tmas Day. 

On Friday al least two Iranian 
speedboats swept over t he waters 
of lhe Strait of Hormuz and sent 
rocket-propelled grenades sma- 
shing into the Igloo Espoo, ignit- 
ing a fire on board. 

An Omani Coast Guard patrol 
removed two injured sailors for 
treatment in the sultanate. 

Seven hours later, an Iranian 
frigate fired on the 36.750-ton 
tanker Atlantic Charisma off the 
UAE. 

The Asian captain of the 
36.750-tonne Atlantic Charisma 
told reporters flying over his ship 
in a helicopter that the Iranian 
warship came from behind and 
opened fire without warning. 

Shots 

Earlier reports said the tanker 
was attacked by gunboats. “We 
could see the ship but not identify 
it,” said Lhe captain, who did not 
want to be named. 

“There were plenty of shots 
and 1 cannot count them. They 
came for 20 minutes,” he said. 

Iraq meanwhile said its forces 
killed 22 Iranian soldiers in 
ground clashes on the Gulf war 
front during the past 24 hours. 

A military spokesman said 1 1 
Iranian infantry positions were 
destroyed along with four 
machine-guns and an artillery 
gun. 

Sources said that an American 
fire-fighting company has begun 
the dangerous job of capping an 
Iranian offshore oil well 
damaged in a US attack last 
October. 

»The Houston-based company 
Wild Well Control has teamed 
up with Dutch salvage operators 
Smit Tak International to cap the 
leak at Iran’s Rosiara oil plat- 
form in the central Gulf. 

The well has been spewing 
crude since US warships bom- 
barded Roslam or. Oct 19 in 
retaliation fora Silkworm missile 
attack on a US-flagged tanker 
off Kuwait. 


Iran agrees 
to talks 
with GCC 

NICOSIA, Jan 16, (Reuter): Iran 
said today it had agreed to a 
proposal for dialogue by the six 
Gulf Arab states, which gen- 
erally support Iraq in the war. 

The Iranian news agency Iraa, 
said Tehran’s reply to the. 
proposal by the GCC was 
relayed to the UAE Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Rashid 
Abdullah. 

Ima said the reply was 
delivered by Mohammed Hus- 
sein Lavasarvi, Director-General 
for Arab and African Affairs in 
£ Iranian Foreign Ministry. 

“The two sides also agreed 
that such contacts between the 
six GCC member states should 
continue in seven-sided ses- 
sions,’’ lrna said.

PARIS, Jan 16, (Reuter): Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac, hoping 
to overcome a poor showing in 
opinion polls, set France's 
presidential election in motion 
today by announcing he would 
be a candidate in the vote this 
spring. 

“I accepted to head the gover- 
nment in order to begin the 
necessary recovery of our coun- 
try,” Chirac said in a brief telev- 
ised address from the prime mini- 
ster's office. “Today the condi- 
tions are right to move to a new 
phase.” 

Chirac, 55. is the first of the 
major contenders to enter the 
race. The two-round election is 
expected to be held on April 24 
and May 8. 


Opinion polls put him in the 
third place behind Socialist 
President Francois Mitterrand, 
who has not said whether he will 
seek re-election, and rightist rival 
Raymond Barre, a former prime 
minister. 

Political analysis said Chirac, 
an energetic campaigner whose 
political style has earned him the 
nickname of “The Bulldozer", 
hoped to unseat Mitterrand and 
Barre by opening his campaign 
early. 

I n the last presidential election 
in 1981, Chirac won 17.99 per 
cent of the vote in the first round 
before withdrawing. Mitterrand 
defeated the rightist incumbent. 
Valery Giscardd'EsLaing. in the 
run-off. 


Chirac said his campaign 
would focus on youth, unem- 
ployment and preparing France 
for the single European market 
which will lake shape when trade 
barriers in the 12-nation 
European Economic Commun- 
ity are abolished in 1992. 

Pol! 

According lo an opinion poll 
published today. 100 days ahead 
of the poll. 4 1 per cent of respon- 
dents said they would vote for 
Mitterrand on lhe first ballot. 
Barre would get 25 per cent of the 
vote and Chirac 1 8.5 per cent. 

Chirac has pledged lo govern 
righl up lo the election, despite 
the prospect of new tensions with 
Mitterrand in the campaign. 



Pirzada

“I also briefed HH the Amir 
on the deliberations of the AI 
Quds Committee which met in 
Morocco under the chairman- 
ship of King Hassan,” Pirazada 
said. 

On the Gulf war, Pirzada said 
the OIC is also contributing lo 
the current diplomatic efforts for 
bringing about an end (o this 
destructive war. 

“All the efforts being exerted 
by the OIC, the Arab League and 
the Gulf Cooperation Council 
are supplementary to each other 
within the framework of UN 
Security Council resolution 598 

Asked about the prospects for 
an end to the lraq-lran war, Pir- 
zada said: “Let us hope for the 
best.” 

He said 1987 was the year of 
Islamic solidarity beginning with 
the OIC summit in Kuwait. The 
second major step in this direc- 
tion. he said, was taken at the 
extra-ordinary Arab summit 
held in Amman in November 
followed by the 8th summit ofthe 
GCC leaders in Riyadh. 

Pirzada will participate in the 
UN Security Council debate on 
the situation in the occupied 
Arab territories, expected to take 
place this week. 

Pirzada was seen off at the 
airport by the Undersecretary of 
the Foreign Ministry Suleiman 
Maied AI Shaheen and the Pakis- 
tani Ambassador Khaled 
Saleem. 


Tamil rebel 
leader appeals 
for peace 

NEW DELHI, Jan lb. (Reuter); 
■ The leader of Sri Lanka's Tamil 
Tiger guerrilla group has 
appealed to the Indian govern- 
ment to halt military operations 
against the rebels and open peace 
talks. 

In a -letter to Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi dated Jan 15 but 
released in Madras today by the 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam (LTTE). Velupillai Prab- 
hakaran pledged tnc group's 
readiness to lay down its 
weapons in Sri Lanka. 

But the Press Trust of India 
said the offer was conditional on 
an interim administration being 
formed in 'northern Sri Lanka 
with a majority role lor the 
LTTE. 

In another suggestion, rejec- 
ted by New Delhi in the past. 
Prabhakaran said peace would 
be helped by the withdrawal of 
Indian peacekeeping troops in 
Sri Lanka to positions they held 
before their offensive against the 
Titters began last October.

US studying 
Indo-Soviet 


submarine deal 

WASHINGTON, Jan 16. (AP): 
The US government is studying a 
leasing arrangement reached 
between India and the Soviet 
Union for a nuclear-powered 
submarine, the State Depart- 
ment said last night. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
announced last week that the 
Soviets, India's main weapons 
supplier, would lend the sub- 
marine to the I ndians for training 
purposes. 

“We are studying the implica- 
tions of this development, the 
leasing of this nuclear-powered 
submarine from the USSR, 
which dearly introduces a new 
weapons technology into the 
South Asian region." said State 
Department spokesman Charles 
Redman. 

“We are discussing this with 
the governments concerned, and 
seeking further information," he 
added. 

Clarifications 

The United States has asked 
India for clarifications and the 
subject was also broached by US 
Ambassador-at-large Richard 
Kennedy at this week's round of 
nuclear non-proliferation con- 
sultations with the Soviet Union 
in Geneva. Redman said. 

Another official, said the 
United Slates knows the sub- 
marine will not carry any 
weapons, in keeping with the 
Soviet and Indian assurances. 
But he added that it could be 
harnessed for the production of 
such weapons. 

The United States opposes the 
Soviet-Indiun arrangement 
because it objects to any transfer 
of nuclear power reactors to 
countries lacking appropriate 
safeguards, Redman said. 

India refuses to sign the inter- 
national Non-Proliferation 
T reaty. which would open its ins- 
lallations to international 
supervision a nd oblige it to main- 
tain certain safeguards. 


Reagan free 
of cancer 

WASHINGTON, Jan 16, Presi- 
dent Reagan, buoyed in spirit by 
heady news on the US trade 
balance, has received a clean bill 
of health from his doctors after a 
semi-annual medical checkup. 

The doctors said the results of 
Reagan’s four-hour physical 
examination on Friday showed 
that the country's oldest 
President was fit and free of the 
cancer which caused him to have 
major intestinal surgery in 1985. 

"The tests indicate the 
President is in excellent health." 
Army Colonel John Hutton, the 
White House physician, said in a 
statement after the 76-year-old 
President had completed his 
twice-yearly checkup. 

Hutton said doctors bad 
found no polyps — tiny growths 
excised from Reagan’s colon 
during each previous physical 
since his cancer operation two 
and one-half years ago — and he 
said other tests, including a cat- 
scan, chest X-ray and stress test 
were normal. 


US response ‘inadequate’ on halting aid to Afghan rebels 


Soviets keen on early pullout 


MOSCOW, Jan 16, (Agencies): 
Mikhail Gorbachev has 
reiterated that the Soviet Union 
wants the "earliest possible” set- 
tlement in Afghanistan but said 
the United States has not given in 
“adequate response,” about 
stopping aid to Afghan rebels. 

Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze said on 
Jan 6 that he hopes Soviet troops 
will leave Afghanistan in 1988. 
and Pravda has said a troop 
pullout could start as early as 
May 1 if there is a settlement. 

Gorbachev told US industrial- 
ist Arm and Hammer Friday that 
the Soviet delegation had made 
serious and constructive 
proposals about Afghanistan at 
tiie Washington summit of Dec 
7-10. the Tass news agency said. 

Geneva talks 

"We haven't yet received an 
adequate response from the US 
administration, and that's a pity 
since such a settlement could set 
an example of a new approach to 
solving regional problems." 


Gorbachev said. 

"Our position on this score 
remains clear-cut,” Gorbachev 
said. "We are for the earliest pos- 
sible resolution. Of course the 
issues of the troop withdrawal 
should be linked with an end to 
outside interference in Afghan 
affairs." 

The Soviets insist that a set- 
tlement of the Afghan problem 
can be worked out in February at 
the UN-sponsored talks on 
Afghanistan in Geneva between 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

Meeting 

They say that 60 days after 
such a settlement is signed, the 
withdrawal of the first of some 

115,000 troops from Afghanis- 
tan can start. The Soviets 
invaded in December 1979 to 
prop up a pro-Soviet govern- 
ment. 

The Kremlin insists that an 
Afghan settlement requires a US 
guarantee to stop aiding the 
Mujahedeen, who are battling 


the Soviet troops and their 
Afghan Army allies. 

The head of the Pakistani 
religious party which supports 
Afghan rebels' said he had held 
two meetings with the Soviet. 
Ambassador to discuss ways to 
end the nine-year-old conflict in 
Afghanistan. 

Kazi Hussain Ahmad, chief of 
the Jamaat-e-lsiami party, lold 
reporters last night he had met 
ambassador Abdurrehman 
Yezirov twice over the past two 
months. 

"We have suggested to the 
Soviet ambassador that the 
Soviet U nion should talk directly 
with the Mujahedeen," he said. 
He gave no further details. 

Afghan President Najibullah 
said in an interview with the 
Washington Post newspaper this 
week that his Soviet-backed 
government was in indirect con- 
tact with the rebels.

Aquino appeals for peaceful polls 


Four more die in Philippines 


MANILA, Jan 16, (Reuter): 
President Corazon Aquino 
appealed for calm today as the 
Philippines headed into the final 
stretch of an election campaign 
that has taken 86 lives. 

But violence continued as a 
landmine in the south ripped a 
jeep in half and killed four peo- 
ple, including two candidates 
and a candidate's wife. 

“Let's have clean, peaceful 
and orderly elections," Aquino 
told a crowd of 10,000 at a cam- 
paign rally in Manila, as military 
sharpshooters peered down from 
rooftops. 

The military has deployed 
thousands of troops to prevent 
further bloodshed before Mon- 
day's election for more than 

16,000 local government posi- 
tions around the country. 


Troops went on high alert in 
the capital after intelligence 
agents received unconfirmed 
reports that right and left-wing 
extremists might disrupt voting, 
an Army officer told reporters. 

The armed forces have blamed 
much of the pre-poll violence on 
the communist New People’s 
Army (NPA). which has been 
battling the government for 19 
years. 

They said NPA rebels were 
responsible for the landmine 
blast on Friday in Lanao Del 
Norte province which killed 
mayoral candidate Diosdado 
Estocado, his wife, running mate 
and driver. Three other can- 
didates were reported injured. 

The military said rebels 
swooped down on the vehicle 
after the blast, firing shots, and 


then fled. 

The long tradition of violence 
in Philippine local elections goes 
back beyond the insurgency, 
with political warlords and 
powerful families with private 
armies battling for territory and 
influence across the country's 73 
provinces. 

Manila, with some of the 
country's most hotly contested 
seats, has had its share of blood- 
shed. 

Last Thursday, gunmen killed 
a woman bystander and shot an 
Aquino-backed candidate in the 
stomach at a rally there. 

Aquino's 16-year-old daugh- 
ter, Kris, was supposed to have 
appeared at the rally but did not 
show up because she was ill, a 
government spokesman said 
later.

"Genscher expressed Ger- 
many's thanks to Syria for the 
role it played with other parties 
to obtain the release of former 
hostage Alfred Schmidt and 
.expressed. .hope. that, similar 
efforts be exerted for Cordes," 
Chrobog said. 

Negotiations 

Cordes. who enters his second 
year in captivity on Sunday, and 
Schmidt, who was freed in Sep- 
tember, were seized by a group 
calling itself the Freedom Strag- 
glers in retaliation for the arrest 
of Lebanese hijack suspect 
Mohammed Ali Hamadi in 
Frankfurt. 

In Beirut, the weekly magazine 


Ash-Shiraa on Friday quoted 
"highly knowledgable" sources 
as saying secret negotiations for 
the release of Cordes had come to 
a halt 

It said the kidnappers were 
waiti ng for the result of the trial _ 
in Duesseldorf of Hataadi’s 
brother Abbas, accused of taking 
part in the abduction of Cordes. 

Chrobog said Genscher also 
told Shara that terrorism had to 
be fought throughout the world. 

Syria's Ambassador to West 
Germany.

Illegitimate 
births rising 
in Britain 

LONDON. Jan 16, (UP1): 
Britain’s illegitimate birth 
rate more than doubled over 
the past 10 years, making it 
one of the highest in Europe, a 
government report said. 

But the annual report issued by 
Britain's Central Statistical 
Office said that, unlike past 
decades, most of the 
illegitimate births occurred 
"within stable unions." 

Editors Jenny Church and Tom 
Griffin said three-quarters of 
the illegitimate births were 
from “stable unions” because 
both parents signed the regis- 
tration form and were living 
at the same address. 

Births outside marriage rose 
sharplyfrom6!,000in 1976to 

1 58,000 in 1 986, or from 9 per 
cent to 2 1 per cent of all births, 
according to the 1 8th annual 
report entitled "Soda! Trends 
18.” 

“The rise in the rate (of 
illegitimate births) during the 
1980s has been very steep 
indeed, but a very high 
proportion of these births’* 
occurred in stable. relation-'

Two universities 
reopen in Dhaka 


DHAKA, Jan 16, (UP1): The 
government today reopened two 
major universities closed Nov 27 
amid violent opposition protests 
aimed at ousting President Hos- 
sain Mohammad Ershad, but 
students held demonstrations ro 
reaffirm their opposition to his 
rale. 

Hundreds of police prohibited 
traffic and pedestrians from 
entering the neighbouring cam- 
puses of Dhaka University and 
the Engineering University as 
processions of about 1,000 
students each wound through the 
grounds of each school. 

The marchers shouted anti- 
government slogans and later 
gathered for rallies, at which 
student leaders urged continued 
support for a two-month-old 
campaign by a 21-party opposi- 
tion coalition to force Ershad to 
resign and hand power to neutral 
caretaker government. 

Police declined to enforce a 
state-of-emergency ban on 
public meetings as the students 
confined their protests to the 
.campuses. No incidents were 
reported. ' "

groups, the Bangladesh Nation- 
alist Party of Begum Khalida Zia 
and the Awami League of Sheikh 
Hasina, receive substantial sup- 
port from university students, 
particularly those at Dhaka 
University, a traditional hotbed 
of anti-government agitation.

Former police chief held for torture cover-up

SEOUL. Jan 1 6, (UPI): Officials 
arrested the former chief of 
South Korea's national police 
today on charges he ordered a 
cover-up in the torture-death of a 
student, officials said. 

Students clashed violently 
with riot police outside Yonsei 
University in western Seoul after 
a memorial for the slain student. 
Park Chong-Chul. 21, who was 
suffocated to death by police Jan 
14, 1987. 

Charge 

About 500 students hurled 
dozens of Molotov cocktails and 
hundreds of rocks at police who 
moved in a mobile, rapid-fire 
tear-gas launcher that filled the 
air with exploding canister and 
stinging gas. 

The violent students broke off 
from a memorial rally where 

2,000 people, including dissident 
trader Kim Dae Jung, mourned 


the death of the Seoul National 
University student at the hands 
of police. 

Former police chief Kang 
Min-Chang was charged with 
dereliction of duty and abuse of 
office for ordering a high-level 
cover-up of the killing by police 
who were questioning Park on 
his anti-government activities. 

Park died of suffocation when 
police interrogators pressed his 
neck against the rim of a bathtub 
in a police interrogation room 
during questioning on his anti- 
government activities, police 
later admitted. 

Five police officials were sen- 
tenced to five to 15 years in 
prison for participating in the 
torture or cover-up of the case. 

A diary kepi by a former police 
medical expert who autopsied 
the body of the student was used 
as evidence to reopen the case 



Wednesday and led to the arrest 
of the former police chief. 

Former national police direc- 
tor Kang asked Dr Hwang 
Chuk-Chun to change a descrip- 
tion of the cause of Park’s death, 
an abuse of office according to 
Kim Kyong-Hoe, head of the 
supreme prosecutor’s in testi ga- 
llon team. 

Hwang told the police chief 
that the cause of Park's death 
was likely suffocation, but Kang 
did not order a thorough inves- 
tigation of the exact cause of 
death, instead asking the doctor 
to record that the student died of 
shock, the official said. 

Hwang, a former official at the 
National Scientific Investigation 
Research Institute, conducted 
the autopsy Jan 1 5 last year and 
found Park's neck had been pres- 
sed against a bathtub causing 
him to die by suffocation. 


Oh Calcutta 
producer 
commits 
suicide 

NEW YORK. Jan 16.(AP):The 
producer responsible for making 
a revival of *Oh Calcutta’ with its 
sassy script and naked perfor- 
mers, into one of Broadway's 
longest-running plays died after 
stabbing his wife to death, then 
leaping from the roof of a 15- 
storey building, police say. 

“I'm in shock,” said Doris 
Buberl, general manager of the 
show, after learning that Nor- 
man Kean. 53, apparently com- 
mitted suicide Friday afternoon. 

Detective Joseph McConville 
said he apparently jumped from 
the roof of his buildingafter stab- 
bing his wife. 53-year-old 
Gwyda, and leaving a suicide 
note. 

Ms Buberl said she made sure 
the cast did not learn of the 
deaths until after Friday's per- 
formance. 

A relative found the body of 
Mrs Kean, with a single stab 
wound to the back, in the 
bedroom of their residence about 
four hours after Kean's body was 
found. McConville said. 

In 1969, Kean was general 
manager of the then-scandalous 
Oh Calcutta which is composed 
of a series of ribald sketches writ- 
ten by several people, including 
John Lennon. $am Shepard. 
Jules Feiffer and film director 
Robert Benton.

A study on such a centre has been 
made, she said, in cooperation 
with the United Natrons, adding 
LhaL such a centre is essential to 
national food security. 

Al Awadi explained that Mun- 
icipality authorities should work 
with the Health Ministry in coor- 
dinating the regulation of the 
preparation and storage of food- 
stuffs in Kuwait. The Health 
Ministry inspects places that 
prepare and store foodstuffs for 
school students and hospitals, 
she said, and organises training 


courses for inspectors of res- 
taurants and canteens. 

Al Awadi, the director of the 
nutrition department at the 
Health Ministry, said senior 
posts in the department were 
filled by Kuwaitis, but added 
that they still suffer from a shor- 
tage of technical personnel. 

Nutrition services offered 
patients in hospitals has 
improved over the past few years, 
she said, and these services are 
controlled by inspectors and 
specialists from the department. 
She added that personnel who 
handle food are required to have 
a semi annual medical examina- 
tion, cany health certificates and 
wear special uniforms for their 
work. 


Drug addicts on the rise 


TH E num ber of drug addicts and 
users is increasing every year in 
the Gulf states, according to a 
study prepared by the follow-up 
office of the Council of Social 
Affairs Ministers of Gulf states. 

The study said this meant that 
the Gulf states must intensify 
their measures and efforts at bor- 
ders to prevent drug smuggling. 

It carried out a survey of 102 
drug addicts jailed in Saudi 
Arabia and found that 96 per 
cent were in the 20-50 age group. 
None of them had completed 


university education, only four 
had completed the higher secon- 
dary examination and 15 were 
illiterate. Eighteen were drivers, 
16 were employees, 11 were 
mechanics and the rest were in 
various jobs. The majority ear- 
ned the equivalent of KD150 to 
KD225, 20 earned between 
KD75 and KD150, while some 
earned over KD500. 

It found that 65 per cent of the 
addicts were bachelors. Four 
were either widowers or divor- 
ced.

The paper added that following yesterday’s incident the Arabs 
are needed to unite and defend the holy mosque and the occupied 
territories. 

Referring to the occupation's decision to use further brutal 
actions against the Paletinians, Ai Itihad said that the only way to 
tome the Israelis to reconsider their decision is steadfastness, 
which will be achieved by Islamic and Arabic unified stance. 

The paper said that "no Islamic or Arab drive was noticeable to 
face the Israeli siege and to liberate the Islamic sacred places, 
occupied, for more than twenty years."

The main 
advantage was that the family 
doctor was always in dose touch 
with his patiens and knew their 
ailments and how to treat them. 


Contracts 

signed 

KUWAIT’S Minister of Public 
Works Abdul Rahman Al Houti 
yesterday signed three contracts 
with local companies to develop 
the pavements and pedestrian 
passages in the country's first 
three areas. 

Each contract costs one 
million and KD230.000 and will 
be finished in 730 days, and 
provides for constructing and 
maintaining new pavements on 
the main roads and around the 
public facilities. 

Addressing owners of the 
companies and reporters, the 
minister said the project has 
moral value as it concerns the 
public, and has direct relation 
with landscaping of Kuwait to 
which HH the Amir pays special 
attention. 

The minister urged the citizens 
to cooperate in this regard with 
the contractors, and not to plant 
trees with deep roots which hin- 
der achievement of the work. 


Drainage water 
treatment 

THE director of the general net- 
works department at the Public 
Works Ministry, Adel Bu 
Hamad, has said that the treat- 
ment of drainage water was 
carried out according to inter- 
national hygiene requirements in 
order to achieve the best results. 

He said that the ministry had 
selected the best methods to suit 
Kuwait’s soil and water. 

Half the treated water was util- 
ised and the rest disposed in the 
sea. 

He said it would require 
millions of dinars to provide 
piped treated water to the farms 
in AbdaUi and Wafra because the 
farms were very far from the 
water treatment stations. The 
alternative was to provide 
ground water. 

He said treated water could 
not be supplied to public or 
private gardens for sanitary 
reasons. 

He said that treated water 
could be used if the agricultural 
area was fenced, far from the 
public and used the latest irriga- 
tion equipment.

Bonn-Moscow ties 


enjoying a thaw 


By Bjorn Edlund 


BONN, (Reuter): Most West 
Germans no longer see the Soviet 
Union as having aggressive 
designs, a view that appears 
reflected in improved relations 
between Bonn and Moscow. 

The new mood is underscored 
by a visit next week by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze, the highest-rank- 
ing Moscow official to come to 
Bonn in five years. 

Soviet diplomats said Shevar- 
dnadze would discuss a future 
visit by Kremlin chief Mikhail 
Gorbachev during his talks here 
on Jan 18 and 19. 

Links, never easy between the 
World War Two enemies, turned 
frosty in 1986 when Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl compared Gorba- 
chev's publicity skills with those 
of Nazi propaganda chier Joseph 
Goebbels. 

But diplomats and govern- 
ment officials say the Soviet 
Union is keen to normalise rela- 
tions. seeing Bonn as a key piece 
in the global political and 
strategic puzzle. 

Helped 

This desire was underlined last 
month when Gorbachev rolled 
out the red carpet for Franz Josez 
Strauss — premier of Bavaria 
and West Germany's leading 
right-wing politician. 

Strauss, who for decades war- 
ned against Moscow's alleged 
striving to dominate the West, 
said after three hours of talks 
with Gorbachev that the Soviet 
Union had now turned over a 
new leaf. 

"The post-war era is over. A 
new chapter has been opened." 
Strauss said, adding the Kremlin 
had abandoned any aggressive 
plans. 

Most West Germans agree 
with Strauss. 

According to Defence Minis- 
try figures, only 24 per cent see 
the Soviet Union as a military 
threat, the lowest figure since 
such polls were begun 25 years 
ago. 

Valentin Falin. former Soviet 
ambassador here and now head 
of the Novosli press agency, said 
Strauss' visit had brought Mos- 
cow and Bonn closer. “The basis 
for developing relations has been 
widened. Strauss forms part of 
this broader spectrum." 

“Without wanting to pay com- 
pliments. the role (of Bonn) 
should not be underestimated. 
This is not only true for develop- 
ments in Europe, but also 
beyond," Falin said in a news- 
paper interview. 

Apart from preparing for a 
Gorbachev visit. Shevardnadze, 
is expected to discuss coming 
talks on cutting the superpowers' 
strategic missiles, a ban on 
chemical weaponsand balancing 
conventional forces. 

Bonn officials said the issue of 
emigration of ethnic Germans 
from the Soviet Union would 
also be raised. 

Chance 

Kohl has said he wants Gorba- 
chev to visit in the first half of 
1988. during Bonn's presidency 
of the European EconomicCom- 

muniiy. 

But a Soviet diplomat said 
Gorbachev would come only 
after he meeLs President Ronald 
Reagan, if their Moscow summit 
is held as planned in M ay or June. 

“If that meeting doesn’t lake 
place, there will be no trip (by 
Gorbachev) to West Germany." 
he said. 

Foreign Minister Hans- 


Dietrich Genscher. a strong 
advocate of detente, said the 
Kremlin charm drive reflected 
Gorbachev’s hopes to concen- 
trate resources in the flagging 
Soviet economy instead of 
defence. 

“In the nuclear age, a 
cooperative East- West policy on 
security means more than just 
saving on arms spending. It is 
mankind's only real chance of 
survival.” Genscher told West 
German radio. 

Diplomats said the invitation 
of Strauss had been a Soviet mas- 
terstroke. 

“It ensured a silencing of the 
right wing, which would have 
made life hell for Kohl during a 
rapprochement with the Soviets 
if Strauss had not been brought 
in on the act,” one Nato nation 
diplomat said. 

After the superpower pact to 
scrap intermediate-range 
nuclear forces (INF), Moscow 
sees Bonn as a crucial player in 
the game over short-range 
nuclear missiles. 

West Germany, Nato's front- 
line state, is alone in the alliance 
in pressing for early talks on 
short-range armoury, although 
Bonn has dismissed Warsaw 
Pact proposals to eliminate such 
weapons. 

Change 

Gorbachev was once reported 
as saying he would rather deal 
directly with Washington than 
hear West German leaders 
repeat US positions. 

Diplomats said that altitude 
had clearly changed. 

Former Social Democratic 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt said 
West Germany can act as a 
bridge between Moscow and the 
West, as Germans have a his- 
torical feeling for Russia. 

“For centuries we have had a 
bridging function between the 
Russian sphere and its partially 
Asian flavour and Europe, even 
if we haven't always been aware 
of it,” Schmidt said in a recently 


published book. “Peoples and 


Powers. 

“The Russians always had 
problems understanding the 
West, and they will have them in 
the future, too. And the West- 
always has difficulties in under- 
standing Russia and Russian 
politics.” 


Diplomats said that although 
icre could be no talk yet or a 


there could be no talk yet of a 
budding “special relationship” 
between Bonn and Moscow, 
even normalisation would 
probably bring back fears within 
Nato of German neutralism. 

West Germany's post-war 
constitution pledges to strive for 
reunification with communist 
East Germany. 

Strauss said he had not been 
contradicted when he told Gor- 
bachev there were “two German 
states in one nation”, but no one 
expects real movement toward 
uniting Germany in the foresee- 
able future. 


East-West experts said Mos- 


cow wanted to keep the highly 
emotive “German card.” not 
play it. The Kremlin sees the 
power bloc division of Europe as 
essential to stability. 

“The Soviets want Washing- 
ton to control West Germany, 
just as they control East Ger- 
many.” said one leading West 
German expert on Soviet affairs, 
who asked not to be identified. 

“Moscow does not want to 
drive the United Slates out of 
Europe. France or Britain could 
not control West Germany, and 
a unified, neutral Germany 
would be too bis for them all." 


US expects pro-Army 
victor in Haiti polls 


WASH 1NGTON. (Reuter): The 
United States appears resigned 
to seeing a pro-miljtary victor in 
today's election in Haiti but 
seems ready to deal albeit col- 
dly — with the new president. 

“If we want to serve US 
interests in terms of anti- nar- 
cotics cooperation, refugee flows 
— and the humane interests of 
the Haitian people — then you 
have to prefigure some relation- 
ship with the new government, 
however distant,” a senior US 
official said. 

But this pragmatic approach 
has been rejected by several 
Haitian opposition leaders and 
some members of the US Con- 
gress. 

They have called for stern 
action to force the provincial 
government of Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Henri Namphy to postpone 
today's heavily-orchestrated 
ballot and allow free and fair 
voting to take place. 


Their proposals include a 
trade embargo and a multin- 
ational peacekeeping force to 
disarm the Army and remnants 
of the Tontons Macoute. the 
militia loyal to ousted dictator 
Jean-Claude Duvalier. until a 
democratic president takes over. 

“It is clear the election will not 
be free, fair, democratic or sup- 
ported by the Haitian people,” 
the congressmen wrote to 
President Reagan. 

The lawmakers, including 
Senator Edward Kennedy, 
expressed concent over Haiti's 
"desperate situation”, and urged 
Reagan not to recognise any 
civilian government the ballot- 
ing produces. 

US officials agree the election 
is seriously flawed and have 
publicly urged Namphy to guard 
against a bloodbath similar to 
that which forced postponement 
of the original election on Nov 
29.

US uses UN vote as 


THE Reagan administration is 
using its vote in the United 
Nations Security Council to put 
political pressure on Israel. It 
wants it to be more receptive to 
the so-called “peace process” 
and to direct negotiations about 
the future of the occupied West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. The 
daily front page stories about the 
growing unrest in the occupied 
territories are an embarrassment 
here for Israel for the American 
government and for American 
Jewry. 

The political deadlock in the 
Israeli government over the 
“peace process* has caused des- 
pair inside the administration 
and, increasingly, irritation 
among American Jews. As Alex- 
ander Schindler, a rabbi and the 
president of the Union of 
America Hebrew congregations, 
put it iD an opinion piece in the 
New York Times: “Israel’s 
friends are embarrassed and dis- 
tressed by television films and 
news reports of Israeli troops fir- 


ing at Palestinian civilians, many 
of them young.” 


“There is general agreement 
among middle eastern experts 
inside the administration and 
outside that the prolongation of 
the status quo in the occupied 
territories . as Schindler wrote: 
“Sows the seeds of endless con- 
flict. It corrodes the Jewish and 
democratic character of the 
state. It is a Lime bomb ticking 
away at Israel's vital centre and 
theatening to shatter its being”. 
Comparison 

Under these circumstances the 
Reagan administration sees an 
outside chance to shake the 
current deadlock between the 
Labour and Likud bloc and to 
create a situation more con- 
ducive to Arab-Isracli negotia- 
tions. So far. however, the Likud 
parly remains adamantly 
opposed to an international con- 
ference as a forum for negotia- 
tions. while the Labour Party 
under Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres seems ready to enter into 
negotiations with Jordan and 
non-PLO Palestinians. 

For the moment, though, con- 
cerned about any weakening of 
the Israeli government, Israeli 
public opinion has closed ranks 
in support of use of force against 
the demonstrators. But if and 
when the unrest comes to a halt, 
the hope here is, that Israeli 
politicians, facing the prospect of 
a repetition of these riots, may 
have second thoughts and search 


for ways to prevent another out- 
break of violence. 


break of violence. 

The allies, especially Britain. 


have been telling the Reagan 
administration that it must exert 
more pressure on Israel to accept 
the idea of an international peace 
conference. But Secretary of 
State George Shultz has been 
reluctant to do so. He still con- 
siders it an almost hopeless 
undertaking. 

Some American Middle Eas- 
tern experts are comparing the 
situation in the West Bank and 
Gaza to the uprising in Algeria 
that ultimately forced France to 
give it independence. In my view 
this comparison does not quite 
fit. 

First of all. the Algerian rebel 
forces had arms and operated in 
army units and from remote 
bases they controlled. The teen- 
agers who are demonstrating in 
the Gaza strip and the West Bank 
have no arms, they use stones, 
they, therefore, have no capacity 
for an organised armed uprising. 

The Israeli troops have guns 
tanks and handgrenades. They 
use live ammunition, sometimes 
in defence of their own lives, 
sometimes to frighten the Arab 
youth. 

But what will happen if and 
when the young Arabs begin to 
use weapons? 

They may decide that there is 
not much of a choice berween 
risking their lives in street fight- 
ing and being unemployed, as so 
many of them are. 

Another reason why the com- 
parison with Algeria does not 
hold water is that there is ao 
leader like General de Gaulle, 
who had the courage and the 
power to give Algeria its 
independence despite the threat 
of a revolt by the French armed 
forces against him. 

Cause 

In Israel there is no political 
leader who is strong enough to 
take such tough and politically 
dangerous decisions. Peres, for 
instance, despite his pugnacious- 
ness, did not oppose the deporta- 
tion of nine Palestinians accused 
of inciting the unrest that led to 
the Security Council resolution 
condeming the decision and to 
the United Slates voting in sup- 
port of it. 

Many have been asking what 
caused ' the outbreak of these 
demonstrations right now. The 
unrest was triggered by the 
intense frustration in the face of 
the total absence in the change of 
the status quo. But they do not 
exclude the possibility that once 
the demonstrations had been 
unleashed, they were reinforced 
by PLO agitators from the out- 
side.

The 
United States, which for a long 
time opposed such a conference, 
because it would enhance Soviet 
power in the Middle Eastern 
region, is now supporting it and 
so are the Soviets, even Syria 
does not anymore object to it. 
But in an election year in Israel 
and in the United States the 
chances for such a conference 
taking place are remote. 


Israel's inflexibility pould. affect 
American public, opinion more 
generally and they have been 
imploring the Israeli government 
to be more active in seeking 
peaceful solutions to the short 
and long-term problems in the 
West Bank and Gaza. _ . 

They are trying to impress onit' 
that unless it seeks peace more 
actively. Israel’s security in a sea 
of a rapidly multiplying Arab 
population will, become 
increasingly harder to maintain. 

However, the Likud party 
does not believe that there is any 
urgency in taking the kind of 
steps that could point the way to 
a peace settlement with the 
Arabs. They are convinced that 
time is on their side, that the 
Arabs are too disunited and 
hence too weak to seriously 
threaten Israeli security. 

They also believe that the kind

NEW DELHI. (Reuter): Mar- 
ried at 1 6 and abused from day 
one. the Indian woman said she 
suffered beatings for 19 years 
before she summoned the 
courage to get out. She escaped 
minus the sight of one eye. 

But for the intervention of 
villagers, she is convinced she 
would have lost her lire at the 
hands of her husband and in- 
laws. 

Her crime? 

“It was because my parents 
could not give enough,” she said. 
“They said I came from a low 
family to give such a lousy 
dowry.” 

The giving or taking of dowry 
was made illegal in India in 1961 
but that has done little to slop the 
practice. 

Hundreds of Indian women 
are killed each year, many of 
them suffering horrible deaths 
after being doused in kerosene 
and burnt alive, or being driven 
to suicide. 

In many cases the police can 
never be sure what really hap- 
pened. In the paragraph or two 
such deaths rale in India's news- 
papers. they are usually termed 
“kitchen accidents.” 

Del hi police have a special unit 
staffed by 100 officers devoted to 
combatting crimes against 
women. 

Greed 

Deputy Police Commissioner 
Vimla Mehra who heads the 
crime women cell said the cause 
of 60 per cent of crimes against 
women is the failure of women’s 
families to satisfy in-laws' insati- 
able desire for dowry cash and 
gifts. 

Women's groups blame the 
passionate desire for consumer 
goods that many families can sat- 
isfy only by getting as much as 
possible in dowry for marrying 
their son. 

Dowry can range in value from 
Rs 200 to 500,000 rupees (SI 5 to 
40.000). depending on the brid- 
gegroom s worth. In simple 
terms, a doctor is worth more 
than an engineer. 

An anti-dowry advertising 
campaign in the Indian news- 
papers shows a picture of a 
young man with a “For sale” 
notice across his chest. 

Studies show that dowry 
demands coming on lop of the 
huge cost of lavish Indian wed- 
dings are often out of all propor- 
tion to a family's ability to pay 
and can cause economic ruin.

But worse problems come 
later, when the husband and his 


family, not satisfied with what 
they have extracted, begin to 
milk the bride's parents formore. 
Humiliation and violence are 
their weapons. 

Case 

In the dingy office of New Del- 
hi’s Sahcli women’s group, the 
woman who said she suffered 
beatings for 19 years told her 
story: “My parents-in-law and 
my husband, they wanted to kill 
me from the beginning of my 
marriage.” 

Eventually, she said, they 
decided to do it in her hushand's 
family village in Haryana stale 
north of Delhi. 

“When they pul me in a room 
by myself and gagged and blind- 
folded me I got very frightened 
and started struggling ” she said, 
huddled in a shawl against Del- 
hi's winter chill. 

“1 moved the doth from my 
face and started screaming and 
all the people of the village came 
to see why 1 was screaming.” she 
said. 

That got her a brief reprieve, 
but later six of her in-laws beat 
her so badly she lost the sight in 
one eye. Her case is registered 
with the police, but no charges 
have been made. 

She always returned to her 
married home even after being 
incarcerated in a mental asylum 
by her husband until discharged 
on her father s demand after 
three days. 

That-is not unusual, according 


to a fulltime Saheli worker who 
asked to be identified only as Liz. 
For an Indian woman and her 
parents a broken marriage is a 
disgrace and they will do any- 
thing to avoid the social stigma. 

Liz said up to 10 women a day 
come into Saheli from Delhi and 
outside the city suffering from 
abuse. 


“It is usually physical abuse.” 
she said. “It may be just a bruise 
or two or iL could be eyes hanging 
out on her cheek. But mental 
damage can be even worse.” 

In the first 1 1 months of 1987 


there were 224 unnaturaLdeaths 
of women in Delhi, according to 
the police. 

Nine of them were murder, 
said Mehra, and 51 were recor- 
ded as dowry deaths under which 
a husband or relative can. beftek 
responsible for a woman's dead 
if they are shown to have Lreatei 
her cruelly. 


However, a study prepared i: 
July for the government by th 
Centre for Social Research i 
New Delhi, said there were, ver 
many more cases than polic 
statistics showed.

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Stonemasons transform ‘screaming anachronism’ 


Gothic art in Harlem

NEW YORK: Ruben Gibson 
chisels a medieval saint in 
limestone with a clear staccato 
ring, beating an unlikely refrain 
above his Harlem neighbor- 
hood. 

Mr Gibson also carves gar- 
goyles and oLher figures for the 
Cathedral of St John the 
Divine, bringing Gothic art 
from 12th-century Europe to 
this area, which includes 
Columbia University on one 
side, Momingside Park on the 
oLher, and overlooks Hariem 
and the rest of upper Manhat- 
tan. 

Along with 14 other ston- 
emasons from depressed New 
York City communities, he is 
part of renewed construction 
after a 38-year hiatus on the 
world's largest Gothic cath- 
I edral, dubbed by New York- 
ers" St John the Unfinished.” 

For seven years Gibson has 
made a living sculpturing birds, 
beasts, and vines into some of 
the 24.000 stones for the cath- 
I ed rat's two west towers as part 
of a S30 million building 
projecL 

The slon cm asciis* are trans- 
forming what the Right Rev. 
Paul Moore Jr calls a "scream- 
ing anachronism" — the cath- 
edral — into a “weave of social 
conscience with the historical, 
religious, and architectural 
aspects of Christianity." 

The stonemasons’ training 
and industry exemplify the 


ideal of merging socialism 
activism with Christian tradi- 
tion. says Bishop Moore, the 
bishop of the Episcopal 
Diocese of New York, The 
cathedral, which already spon- 
sors concerts, art exhibits, and 
resident artists like high-wire 
acrobat Philippe Petit, has 
sought to emulate a cathedral’s 
traditional role in medieval 
Europe as the centre of local 
culture and folk arts. 

Church officials say the ston- 
emasons, who come from local 
neighbourhoods that annually 
benefit from some Si million 
worth of cathedral-sponsored 
social programmes, are giving 
something lasting to the com- 


munity. Alan Bird, the British- 
t to 


bom foreman of the project, 
recalls earlier workers "who 
died this century and Iasi cen- 
tury dreaming that the cath- 
edral would be complete." His 
aim is Lo ensure that the ston- 
emasons continue that tradi- 
tion of artisanry. 

Distance 

From 1892 until 1 911, ston- 
emasons constructed a 
Romanesque crossing and high 
altar for the Harlem Heights 
cathedral. The death of the 
architect prompted a five-year 
hiatus and a switch to the 
Gothic style for the nave. 
Church leaders halted con- 
struction again in 1 94 1 with the 
outbreak of World War II. and 
the cathedral sat neglected on 
its bluff overlooking Hariem 
until 1979. 


With the high altar 601 feet 
from the rose window — nearly 
200 feet farther than the dis- 
tance from home plate to the , 
centrefield wall at Yankee 
Stadium — most services are 
conducted in the crossing 
around a portable altar closer 
to thecongregation. Above this 
altar the ceiling rises high 
enough to fit the 152-foot-tall 
Statue of Liberty under its cen- 
tral Romanesque dome. 

Although Mr Bird says the 
unfinished cathedral is “too 
perpendicular and too well- 
proportioned and shaped" to 
match the irregular, “man 
made" beauty of its European 
counterparts, master ston- 
ecarver Nicholas Fairplay adds 
that the "cathedral has energy 
because it’s unfinished.”

edral has avoided the “wedding 
cake" appearance of the 
National Cathedral in Washin- 
gton, D.C., scheduled for com- 
pletion in 1989 after 82 years of 
construction, he says.

In the carving shed, five 
sculptors consult photographs 
of European cathedrals, per- 
haps studying a dancing 
peasant woman at Cologne or a 
snarling lion at Chartres. 

Then they critique one 
another's carving “to make 
sure we stay with the Gothic 
style " says Gibson, the senior 
journeyman stonecarver. 
Chiseling in the Gothic motif, 
they create a wide variety of 
beasts, human figures, and 
plants. 

The stonecutters, working in 
the large metal warehouse 
known as the cutting room, 
avoid the use of modern-day 
pneumatic drills and sanders. 
Instead, they shape the stone 
the way medieval workers did. 
by hand, using chisels, with 
each worker leaving his own 
distinctive fretting on the stone 
called “boasting.”

Bird agrees that the cath- 
edral has helped many of the 
workers earn a steady living in 
the midsL of harsh ghetto life.

The two sides agreed in 
November 1986 to an exchange 
of archive material. Paintings, 
drawings and prints are now to 
be exchanged, leaving sculp- 
ture and scientific collections 
relocated for safety’s sake dur- 
ing the war to be returned to 
their original location. 

As part of the exchange of 
paintings mainly second-rate 
works are to be returned to the 
Schlossmuseum in Darmstadt, 
the Wallraf-Richartz-Museum 
in Cologne and the Stadtisches 
Museum in Wiesbaden. Works 
by Anselm Feuerbach and 
Lovis Corinth stand out among 
the westbound works of art. A 
number of very valuable works, 
including woodcuts by Albre- 
cht Durer and paintings by 
Lukas Cranach the Elder, 
Edvard and Max Liebermann, 


are to be returned to museums 
and galleries in the GDR. 

Critics , in the Federal 
Republic, of Germany have 
claimed that works to be retur- 
ned to museums in the GDR 
are almost all paintings res- 
tored at great expense, whereas 
items to be returned to the West 
have in some cases been found, 
on closer scrutiny at theirGDR 
location, to be in very poor con- 
dition. 

Exchanges of archive 
material have included the 
return of the document found- 
ing Rostock University to the 
Schwerin state archives and the 
return to Lubeck of the 1226 
letter patent in which Holy 
Roman Emperor Friedrich H 
granted the city freedom of the 
Reich. In another move a 
medieval altar by Barlhel 
Bryun was returned to Cologne 
by the Weimar Schloss- 
xnuseum.

Experts argue about the effective- 
ness of leading an ace against a 
slam. The conventional wisdom is 
that, if your opponents know what 
they are doing, they are unlikely to 
be off two fast tricks, so leading an 
ace is more likely to help than hin- 
der them. Since you will catch only 
air with your ace, you could be as- 
sisting the enemy in setting up a suit. 

That holds true For rubber bridge. 
Bui what aboui duplicate, where not 
cashing an ace could result in your 
going to bed with it! As a result, you 
might allow your opponents to score 
an overtrick and, perhaps, a top 


score. More and more players are 
recommending that it is wise to take 
tricks while you can. 

This hand is from a recent dupli- 
cate event, and the West hand was 
held by a professional programmer, 
bridge teacher and writer, Harold 
Feldheim of Hamden, Conn, who is 
among the proponents of leading an 
ace against a slam. Here he chose to 
ignore his own advice, and watch 
what happened. 

South's two diamond opening bid 
was the Flannery’ convention, which 
usually shows specifically four 
spades and five hearts. There is no 
book to tell you how to handle freak 
hands, so North took a stab at the 
diamond slam. 

On such a blind auction, there is 
much to recommend the lead of an 
ace, for the opponents might be off 
two fast tricks. However, the ace 
was in the opening bidder’s an- 
nounced long suit, so Feldheim 
shied away from it in favor of a club 
lead. 

It might seem ihat that would 
make no difference. Bur when dum- 
my's king lost to the ace, East elect- 
ed to play his partner for a singleton 
club rather than declarer. After a 
club return, the rest of the tricks 
were the declarer’s. Note that, had 
the lead been the ace of hearts, the 
club shift would have been easy to 
find.

Japanese men adapt 
Philippines ways

OKURA, Japan, (Reuter): A 
Japanese village that has arran- 
ged 1 1 marriages between young 
women from Lbe Philippines and 
lonely local bachelors has attrac- 
ted nationwide attention from 
other communities where 
females are scarce. 

But the village councillor who 
master-minded the campaign 
warns that many problems lurk 
behind the attempt to build 
cross-cultural marital bliss, 

- especially when couples at first 
cannot even talk to each other. 

“There is a danger of the 
Filipinas becoming prey to the 
money Japanese men have/' 
match-making councillor 
Shigeyn Mori said. 

Okura village/ in the moun- 
tains of northern Japan, has had 
over 300 enquiries from else- 
where in the country about the 
marriages. Professional 
marriage-brokers are also 
interested.

marry Japanese and come to 
Japan almost casually, as if it 
were only the next village," Mori 
said.; 

Realize 

“Only laterdo they realize that 
tbeir view of the kind Japanese 
men they first meet and their 
hopes for a higher standard of 
living are to some extent an 
illusion," he said. 

But Mori and the rest of Okura 
village have put a lot of effort 
into making the women fed at 
home and so far there are no 
serious problems. 

Nine out of the 11 women who 
have arrived in the past year are 
already pregnant. 

"After overcoming the first 
difficulties, the)/ have started to 
enjoy," Mori said. 

“Everybody is very kind and I 
am happy.”- said Imelda 
Hayasakf, IS, who arrived in 
September from Bicol village in 
the north of the main Philippine 
island of Luzon, a week after 
meetingher 43-year-old husband 
there. 

"Only the food and the lan- 
guage are difficult,” she added as 
she knelt Japanese-style on the 
living room taiami mat, a cup of 
Japanese lea steaming in front of 
her. 

She lives with her husband and 
parents-in-law in a farmhouse in 
the mountains above Okura, 
surrounded by fields and woods 
where she helps her husband.

wild vegetables. 

Okura and some other villages 
suffer a shortage of young local 
women because many leave 
home for the excitement and high 
salaries of city life. 

With winter approaching, 
Imelda will soon see snow for the 
first time in her life. 

Smiled 

Masaki smiled happily and 
said Imelda had brightened up 
the family farmhouse. But he 
added: “Could you please 
explain my job to my wife and 
find out if she has any problems 
now?" 

The first hurdle is language. 
Imelda speaks Tagalog and 
English, Masaki only Japanese. 
Books on how to learn all three 
are piled up around the room. 

Another problem is how to 
come to terms with very different 
social customs. 

Japanese like to throw drink- 
ing parties at which women are 
expected to drink sake rice wine, 
a traditional sign of affection. 
-*Imdda-is not impressed/"! do 
-not-4ilre4t-M<FI-&el-attacked/i- 
~she~said. 

She said Filipinas found it 
hard to understand why their 
husbands worked so hard and 
spent so little time relaxing. 

“Japanese men are busy from 
morning tonight, while Filipinos 
would lake it more easy,” she 
said. 

Mori said struggles between 
young wives and mothers-in-law 
were probably fiercer than is 
usual in Japan because of the 
greater individuality of 
Filipinas. 

He said a Filipina did not 
understand why her husband’s 
mother made the family’s finan- 
cial decisions, including how to 
spend money that the young wife 
earned herself. Mothers-in-law 
also like to tell their daughters- 
in-law how to raise their chil- 
dren. 

“The Filipinos also feel 
forlorn and lonely with our 
especially shy, closed and silent 
Japanese men," said Mori. 

Religion is another issue. The 
li Filipinas are Roman Cath- 
olics and the village has no 
church. 

Mori said they had discussed 
building one, but at the moment 
have to drive on Sundays lo a 
church an hour and a half away. 

But the husbands are doing 
their best to adapt to the strange 
ways of their wives, Mori said. 

“They are even giving them 
flowers for their birthdays," he 
laughed. 


FILIPINO women who are 
being lured by matchmakers into 
marriage with West Germans 
may be bet ter off abandoning the 
prospect. 

That they could be stepping 
into a life of degradation, 
enslavement and regret, as has 
been reported by the press many 
limes before, is once again attes- 
ted to by a West German. 

Joachim Heim rath. 37 was in 
the Philippines recently to wage a 
personal campaign against so- 
called marriage bureaus, and to 
continue to urge the West Ger- 
man Government to do some- 
thing a bout the problem. 

Mr Heimrath. who recently 
met with members of the Stop 
Trafficking of Pilipinas (STOP), 
says he was head of three lan- 
guage schools in Germany. But 
because of his campaign against 
the exploitation of Filipino 
women, he was “pressured" into 
leaving Germany. 

His action, which included 
writing some 25,000 letters to 
political parties, politicians, ins- 
titutions and individuals, has 
"embarrassed" his Government, 
says Mr Heimrath. 

He says the German press used 
to he full of stories of Filipino 
and other Asian women falling 
into alt sorts of sorry situations 
because of the matchmaking 
ploy. But such is no longer “hot” 
news as the stories have become 
commonplace. 

He cautions Filipino women 
against believing the rosy picture 
that may be painted by other 
women who have gone to Ger- 
many to marry. “Of course no 
one would admit to leading a 
dog’s life. Some girls get mentally 
broken.” he says. 

Claims 

Mr Heimrath claims that in 
German society, marriage to a 
Filipina, an Asian, brings one 
several notches down in social 
status. “That is because our 
society looks at Asian women as 
‘dirt’ socially.” Thus a respecta- 
ble German is not likely to go 
looking for an Asian bride if his 
intention is to treat her as his co- 
equal. 

But why do marriage bureaus 
thrive? 

Asians are now the attraction 
for Germans, according to Mr 
Heimrach. The clients are told

EATING with one's bare 
hands is a tradition deep in the 
history of the Filipinos.

They do not appreciate 
the sacrifice an Asian woman 
makes when she leaves her coun- 
try almost in desperation, only 
because she hopes to bail her 
family out of poverty or to give 
her younger siblings a better 
chance in life. “German men 
only know that Filipino women 
can be made to do anything.” 
says Mr Heimrath. 

Previous news reports on the 
mail-order bride business reveal 
that German men who seek a 
wife among Asians are usually 
middle-aged with set and con- 
servative views on how spouses 
should relate to each other.

- The Fountain-size perfume 
bottles, silver fox stoles and 
shoes Mrs Marcos bought in 
immense quantity can still be 
seen nearly two years after the 
Marcoses. hastily fled to exile in 
Hawaii. 

Not all 54 rooms and 35 bath- 
rooms arc open to the public. But 
enough are shown to give visi Lore 
a view of a lifestyle of unimagina- 
ble wealth, distance and, for the 
most part, plain bad taste.

Maiacanang was budi in 1720 


when Spain ruled the Philip- 
pines. Many of Lhe floors are 
covered with thick red carpet — 
others are polished hardwood. 
Pictures of past presidents adorn 
the walls in gilt-edged frames. 
Large, sparkling, imported 
chandeliers hang from tne ceil- 
ings. 

All the windows are bullet- 
proof. 

At the end of one room are 
doors made of coloured plastic, 
bearing images of the Marcoses 
as they saw themselves — 
“Beautiful Imelda” and “'Strong 
Ferdinand.” 

A dozen works of the 
American painter Grandma 
Moses adorn one hallway. 

The Marcoses boasted of their 
good health, but their bedrooms 
contain massive oxygen bottles 
other medical equipment that 
suggest otherwise. 

Imelda inhaled oxygen 
frequently, thinking it would 
keep her young, Ms Quires said. 

There is a hospital room on the 
ground floor, with a dialysis 
machine, an adjoining labo- 
ratory and a denial office next 
door. 


Marcos had a kidney illness 
that "probably began in 1984." 
Ms Quires said. He also 
occasionally took steroids. 

The bedrooms, on the upper 
floor are large, dark, gloomy 
places. The large-screen telev- 
ision set, expensive stereo sys- 
tem, huge perfume bottles and 
the double-queen-size bed in 
imeldu's room, which she 
claimed was patterned after the 
bedroom of Marie Antoinette, 
do not make it seem homey or 
comfortable. 

"There also was a grand piano 
in here but it was taken out," Ms 
Quires said. 

A home computer on a table 
near Marcos’ bed was not con- 
nected to the omside world, con- 
trary to popular belief, she said. 

The bedroom has a secret pas- 
sageway in case Marcos needed 
lo escape f rom the palace. 

The kitchen on the ground 
floor is modem, with a dozen or 
so brightly polished copper pots 
and pans hanging on the wall. 

But it is the storerooms on the 
ground floor that fascinate most 
visitors. 

They contain rack after pack of 
unopened shirts for Marcos and 


unused dresses for Imelda. 

Some of Imelda’s famous 
shoes are on display, including a 
pair with battery-powered, flash- 
ing lights built into the 7.5-cen- 
timetre (three-inch) spike heels. 

Ms Quires said 1.060 pairs of 
Imelda’s shoes — all size eight or 
eight-and-a-half — were found 
in the palace. The 3,(00 figure 
widely reported was wrong, she 
said. 

“Maybe that was the number 
she had around the country 
altogether,” she said. 

Imelda loved to preach “Buy 
Filipino." But she did not prac- 
tice this. All but five pairs of her 
shoes found in the palace were 
foreign made. 

Then there are the bulletproof 
vests Marcos wore and the 
bulletproof corsets for Imelda. 

A 50,000-dollar ermine opera 
coal hangs from one rack. Five 
silver fox stoles sit on a shelf. 

One storeroom has scores of 
.perfume boxes and hundreds of 
small. gift-wrapped packages Ms 
Quires said also contain per- 
fume. 

“Imelda always bought many 
of everything so she would have 
giveaways." she explained. 


Usually, they are unable to find 
"suitable" partners among their 
compatriots, many of whom no 
longer want Lo put up with 
"doormat" treatment, say the 
reports. 

Besides. Mr Heimrath adds, a 
foreigner is easier to boot out of 
the house when she no longer fills 
a need or stops conforming to 
one's wishes. About 50 per cent 
of mixed marriages end up in 
divorce, he says. 

Worse still, everything works 
against the foreigner spouse. 
Because she became a German 
citizen only by virtue of her 
marriage, divorce strips her of 
her citizen status and with this 
her rights. If there are children, 
they go to the husband. 
“Whatever you do. you’re 
stuck," Mr Heimrath points out. 

1 mmigra lion la ws also work in 
the men's favour. Foreigners can 
enter and stay in Germany for 
three months without a visa. So 
within this period, a German 
spouse-seeker can make up his 
mind if the girl he "bought" from 
the matchmaker or marriage 
bureau is worth marrying. Oth- 
erwise, he can “kick her out and 
the police finish the job by expell- 
ing the girl from the country." 

A STOP member has pointed 
out that non-requirement of a 
visa works against the girls since 
the Phi lippine embassy could not 
trace them unless they them- 
selves volunteer a visit to the 
embassy. 

Mr Heimrath, who undertook 
his own investigation of 
marriage bureaus in Germany by 
posing as a customer, admoni- 
shes Filipino women "to have 
more pride in themselves" by 
rejecting the bed-of-roses kind of 
life wangled by these entities. 

Some Germans who set up 
marriage bureaus lead the 
women to believe that theirs is a 
respectable agency. One bureau 
head which Mr Heimrath “did 
business with,” he says, is 
actually a soft drinks delivery 
man. 

He also reveals that match- 
making agents usually have a 
Filipina for a wife. One agent he 
approached had a sister-in-law in 
the Philippines who did the 
recruiting. 

Mr Heimrath, in fact, got star- 
ted on his anti-matchmaking 
crusade when he helped one 


. Filipina recruit of the couple to 
escape a ruinous fate. A school- 
teacher in Mctro-Manila, the 
woman was told by the agent's 
local contact that Filipino 
women are needed for office 
work in Germany. 

She might have to enter into a 
fake marriage to prolong her 
stay, she was told, but she will not 
be forced into co-habiting if she 
does not want to. Anyway, as she 
will be provided with two-way air 
tickets, she can always fly back to 
the Philippines if things do not 
turn out lo her liking. 

When the woman reached 
Germany, the Filipina who 
promised* to meet her was away 
somewhere "on important busi- 
ness." The woman was herded to 
the house of her prospective 
“husband” who luckily had a sis- 
ter in the house who somehow 
was a deterrent to any ill inten- 
tions. The newcomer felt lost and 
wretched, however, especially as 
no one would or could talk to her 
in English. It was then that her 
host agreed to enroll her in Mr 
Heimrath’s language school. 

Tales 

Hearing all kinds of 
'‘improbable tales" from the 
“husband”, Mr Heimrath 
decided to believe Lhe girl and to 
help her. 

The return air ticket is useless 
if a girl doesn't know where she 
is, cannot speak the language, 
has no money. As in the girl’s 
case, the airport is usually miles 
away from where the women are 
deposited,” he explains. To 
"buy" the giri her freedom, Mr 
Heimrath ( who says he felt 
ashamed “that my people should 
treat women like a piece of 
meat") had to pay tne agent 

6.000 deutsche marks 
( US$2, 900). part of which issup- 
posedly to pay damages to the 
previous “owner." The agent 
also told him that “each girl is 
told she is expected to sleep with a 
German." 

In issuing the check to pay for 
the girl, however, Mr Heimrath 
intentionally made an error so 
that it bounced. The marriage 
agent took the case to the police 
which went after Mr Heimrath 
for fraud. But he defended his 
transgressions thus; “When a 
contract (such as the sale of 
human beings) is immoral, it is 
not binding.” 


ome is tne 
for Filipino maids

LOTTA PETALCORIN had a 
lot of things going for her. She is 
pretty, has a good education, and 
ber family in Bohol is respected 
in the community, her mother 
having served as undeafeated 
mayor in one of the towns there. 

But Lotta, 29, was restless. She 
wanted adventure. She wanted to 
go abroad. Then an opportunity 
presented itself when a family 
friend told her they were recruit- 
ing maids to work in Singapore. 

Lotta thought this was the 
chance she was looking for. She 
sold her thriving restaurant busi- 
ness, said goodbye to her mother 
and two sisters and a brother, 
and boarded a plane for Sin- 
gapore. 

"When I was in BohoL" she 
recounted, “I had my own maid. 
Someone did errands for me, 
washed my clothes, cooked my 
food. I practically did not do 
anything except study, and then 
later, manage the restaurant." 

Lotta had two employers in 
Singapore. The first one she left 
because they did not comply with 
the contract that allowed her a 
day ofT every two weeks. 

"I told them I would complain 
to the authorities,” she said, “i 
read the contract and I knew my 
rights.” 

Perhaps to avoid trouble, her 
employers decided to let her go. 

Her second job lasted six mon- 
ths. Now. Lotta is on her way 
home. She is on board the same 
plane that Leonid a Raquel has 
taken. Lotta was telling those 
around that she wasn't home for 
good yet, that she was just going 
home for Christmas. 

Lotta says her second 
employer was not really bad. She 
liked them. She had come to see 
them as her family. In turn, she 
says, they treat her like one of 
them. 

"The only trouble is that I 
don't like my job anymore," she 
says. 

According to Lotta. her job 
was to takecare of an 80-year-old 
bed-ridden family patriarch who 
had suffered a stroke. 

"They are rich." she explains 
“and the man 1 looked after was 
apparently the source of the 
family's good fortunes." 

. At first, she says, she look her 
job seriously. But after a few 
months, shegot tired of it all. She 
disliked the idea of having to stay 
in Singapore lo help an 80-year- 
old take u bath, clean his bed- 
dings. attend to his toilet needs 
and feed him. 


There were times, she recalls, 
when the old man even tried to 
make a pass at her. On many 
instances, she also saw the old 
man playing with his “thing," 
occasions which seemed to hap- 
pen just when she would beenter- 
ing his room. 

“But it was considered by 
everyone in the family as good 
nature fun and I also considered 
it that way. After all, what else 
can he do?" she said. 

But soon the routine got bor- 
ing, Lotta says. 

She mentions that the accom- 
modations were not bad, she had 
all the food she wanted to eat, all 
the fruits she could gorge. 

“I got fat in that house/' she 
laughs. 

But there was something miss- 
ing, shesays. She wanted to enjoy 
her stay. She wanted to have Ain. 
And taking care of an old man, 
who stayed in the house all day 
was not much fun. 

“I did for that man what I 
never did for my father/’ Lotta 
says. “I sometimes feel guilty 
about it." 

So Lotta told her employers 
she wanted to have a nice stay in 
Singapore, and that if they didn’t 
mind, she warned to look for 
another job, another employer. 

Her employers were saddened. 
They had come to like the way 
she treated the old man. They 
offered lo increase her salary 
from 250 Singapore dollars to 
350. 

But she told them she was not 
in Singapore for the money. 

Anyway, she says her 
employers told her, the final 
decision was hers. They were 
willing to take her in again 
should she change her mind. 

Lotta says she does not know 
whether she will really go back to 
Singapore. Her molher had been 
asking her to come back home 
and stay here permanently. 

"We were talking long dis- 
tance practically once every 
week," she says. 

Her mother had been against 
her going to Singapore. She’s 
worried about what their neigh- 
bours and friends would say. 
They might think we cannot 
afford to buy food, and that's 
why you're going to work as a 
domestic, her mother would say. 

But Lotta assured her there 
was nothing to wony about. She 
simply wanted lo live her life the 
way she saw fit. 

Now that she is home, what 
does she really want to do? 

"1 don't know, perhaps get 
married," she said. 


Constable 
shot dead 
outside 
Subic 

OLONGAPO — Suspected 
communist guerillas shot dead a 
Filipino constable outside a US 
military base near here, and one 
of the assassins was shot dead by 
police later, police said. 

Paramilitary Constable Willie 
Abundo was on a bus passing by 
the Subic naval base and was 
believed to have been shot by one 
of three co-passengers wielding 
pistols, according to policemen 
in Subic town near this city nor- 
thwest of Manila. 

The suspects jumped off the 
bus and were pursued by Subic 
police, who killed one of them 
and captured another. The third 
escaped with the constable’s 
automatic rifle. AFP. 

23 die as rebels 
go on rampage 

TWENTY-THREE persons 
were killed in a series of insur- 
gency-related incidents over the 
three days, including a spec- 
tacular predawn raid by com- 
munist rebels on the military 
detachment and town hall ol'Pid- 
dig, 1 locos Norte. 

New People's Army rebels 
swooped down on the Piddig 
town hall, killing an officer — 
one day after he Took command 
of the local detachment ■ and 
three of his men. The rebels (led 
at the break of dawn after a five- 
hour gunbatlle where they suf- 
fered at least four casualties. 

It was the bloodiest three-day 
period so far on the communist 
rebel front this year, compound- 
ing the already violent nation- 
wide campaign for the Jan 18 
local elections. 

Increase in 
jobless rate 

THE country’s labour Force 
stood at 23,317,000 of whom 

20.854.000 were employed and 

2.463.000 were unemployed as of 
July 1987, according to the 
Department of Labour and 
Employment (DOLE). 

This translated into an 
employment rateof 89.4 per cent 
and an unemployment rate of 
10.6 percent. 

The report which was 
prepared by the Bureau of 
Labour and Employment Statis- 
tics was submitted lo Labour 
Secretaiy Franklin M. Drilon, 
who had ordered a status report 
of the employment ofthecountry 
as guideline of the DOLE in its 
local and overseas employment 
programme. 

Economy 

recovers 

steadily 

THE Philippines’ gross national 
product (GNP) rose 6.82 per cent 
in the third quarter to P2 1.579 
billion continuing an economic 
recovery which began in 1986, 
the Central Bank (CB) has said. 

Gross domestic product 
(GDP) also rose to P2 1.872 
billion, up 5.4 per cent from 
20.751 billion pesos (997 million 
dollars) in third quarter ofl9S6, 
the bank said in reports issued 
late Wednesday. 

GNP in the third quarter was 
up from P20.202 billion in the 
same period last year, the bank 
said. 

The bank figure also showed 
an $84 million-dollar surplus in 
the balance of payments (BOP), 
compared with an $8 million 
dollar deficit in the third quarter 
of 1 986. 

But the latest figure was sligh- 
tly lower than the 585-million 
BOP surplus registered in the 
first half of 1987. 

The current account balance 
showed a 52 1 9 million deficit, 
down from a $286 million sur- 
plus in the third quarter Iasi year. 

The decrease was due largely 
to imports which jumped to 
51.89 billion from 51.239 billion 
in lhe third quarter of Jasl year, 
according to the documents. 

However, exports also rose lo 
SI .499 billion from $ 1 .262 billion 
in the comparable period last 
year. 

Capital accounts also 
unproved with a net in-flow of 
$202 million this year ihere 
■was a 5339 million outflow last 
year - - while gross international 
reserves grew to $2.1 11 million 
from 51.710 million in the third 
quarter of 1986. 

Reserve money rose to 
P49.739 billion in September this 
year, from P39.5I4 billion in lhe 
comparable period last year, 
according to the documents. 

The peso depreciated 0.7 per 
cent with the exchange rile at 
P20.M) lo the dollar in Septem- 
ber. 

Domestic inflation meanwhile 
rose by an average rale of 6.3 per 
cent in the third quarter of 19X7. 
compared to lhe negative 1.4 per 
cent inflation in comparable 
period fast year. 
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Norway and 
Soviet Union 
discuss oil 
cooperation 

OSLO. Jan 16, (Opera a); Nor- 
way and the Soviet Union, both 
non-Opec oil producers, might 
look into ways of establishing oil 
cooperation, though a closer 
examination of the subject was 
necessary, according to Egil 
Hille, spokesman at the Nor- 
wegian Ministry of OiiandEnergy. 

He told Opecna today that 
although the question was raised 
at a meeting here this morning 
between Norwegian Oil and 
Energy Minister Arne Oeien and 
his visiting Soviet counterpart 
Vasily Dinkov, nothing ‘solid' 
was decided. 

"Discussions on the subject of 
oil cooperation between Norway 
and the Soviet Union was 
actually more in the nature of 
thinking aloud.” he said, adding 
that although the Soviet visitor 
had expressed an interest in 
secondary recovery techniques, 
the oil extraction scene varied in 
the two countries. 

“Our oil activities are 
primarily offshore, while those 
of the Soviet Union are land- 
bound,” he said. 

Dinkov is currently here 
accompanying Soviet Prime 
Minsiter Nikolai Ryzhkov, who 
is on a three-day official visit. 

The Soviet minister was also 
reported to have proposed an 
exchange of information with 
Norway on developments in the 
oil market. 


Austrian aid 
to Third World 
‘glooi 

VIENNA. Jan 16, (Opecna): 
Official Austrian development 
aid to Third World countries was 
described here today as ‘gloomy' 
by Erich Andrlik, director of the 
Vienna Institute for Develop- 
ment 

In an interview with Opecna, 
Andrlik said unless enough 
funds were raised, the current 
development assistance rate of 
0.21 per cent of GNP would 
‘nosedive' to 0.12 per cent next 
year. 

The United Nations set a tar- 
get of 0.70j>er cent of a country's 
iaisffcl id- "jew. 

OECD countries have met. On 
the other hand, Opec countries 
have exceeded the UN level 
many times over. 

Earlier, Austria's Foreign 
Minister Alois Mock stated that 
Austria had fallen far behind in 
development aid and needed to 
improve its performance. 

The Austrian Press Agency 
(APA) quoted him as telling a 
press conference that Austria 
was last among OECD donor 
nations. 

Responding to a question 
about the country's representa- 
tion in Africa, the minister said 
direct aid was given to the 
poorest of the poor in Third 
World countries. 

According to Mock, “food 
and emergency aid together with 
contributions to education” are 
more vital. 

Ms Waltraud Horvath, an 
Austrian member of parliament, 
called here on Wednesday for a 
substantial increase in Austrian 
budget funds for development 
aid and urged a separation bet- 
ween aid and export credits by. 
the government to Austrian 
firms. 

Horvath, who is also a mem- 
ber of the Foreign Ministry's 
development aid council, criti- 
cised plans for restructuring 
development aid. 

Chinese city 
offers business 
opportunity to 
foreigners 

BEIJING, Jan 16. (AP): The 
Chinese coastal city of Fuzhou 
has announced that foreign 
businessmen will be allowed to 
buy or hold shares in some stale- 
owned enterprises, a newspaper 
said today. 

The official China Daily said 
foreigners have never before 
been invited lo own part or all of 
a Chinese state-run business. 

City Communisi Party 
Secretary Yuan Qitong was 
quoted as having said yesterday 
that foreign businessmen may 
buy shares in large state-owned 
corporations and can appoint 
their own managers. They also 
will be encouraged to buy small 
- and medium-sized enterpr- 
ises. he said. 

Yuan said the city would auc- 
tion off both poorly managed 
and money-making enterprises. 

The decision to invite foreign 
participation in sLate-owned 
firms came after Communist 
Party General-Secretary Zhao 
Ziyang visited the city earlier this ' 
month and urged local officials 
to ‘‘open wider" in promoting 
economic reforms. 


Weekly Wall Street report 

Computer-driven stock trading back in spotlight 


NEW YORK, Jan 16, (AP): 
Three months after the crash of 
1987, the controversy over com- 
puter-driven stock trading 
remains as intense as ever ou 
WaU Street. 

After the stockmarket sent a 
chill through the investment 
world with a sharp drop on Jan 8. 
critics said programme traders 
were to blame. The New York 
Stock Exchange decided this past 
week to experiment with curtail- 
ing programme activity in ses- 
sions when the market experien- 
ces wide swings. 

Trepidation 

After the Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 113 points in the 
first four sessions of 1988, and 
then fell 140 the next day, many 
Wall Streeters began the past 
week in a mood of trepidation. 

As it turned out, the big drop 
wasn't the immediate prelude lo 
a reply of Black Monday Oct 19. 
Nevertheless, many analysts felt 
less than a sense of total relief. 

‘‘This volatility is getting to us 
all," said Greg Smith at Pruden- 
rial-Bacbe Securities in his 
current commentary on the 
market. 


In Smith's view, the wide 
swings stem in pan from the fact 
that "financial technology has 
gotten ahead of the market's 
ability to digest the massive 
changes computers can create." 

"It reminds me of the practice 
of medicine, where medical tech- 
nology has, for the moment, out- 
stripped the legal and ethical 
code of the profession, and 
debates rage about how best to 
deal with what the technology 
can accomplish," he said. 

Incapacited 

Philip Erlanger, chief tech- 
nical analyst at the firm of 
Advest Inc., argues that trading 
strategies using slock index 
futures and other derivative 
products have “seriously 
incapacited” the primary func- 
tions of the stock market. 

The market exists, he 
observes, to proride capital for 
business and to allow individual 
investors to participate in the 
growth of those businesses. 

‘‘The volatility of stock prices, 
caused by portfolio insurance 
and index arbitrage, has closed 
numerous corporate finance 
operations ana curtailed the 


activity of many others," he con- 
tends. “The morale of individual 
investors has been more than sin- 
ged." 

The past week went into the 
books as the crash that didn't 
happen. In fact, aided by news of 
an improvement in the nation's 
trade balance, the Dow Jones 
industrial average rose 44.76 to 

1.956.07. 

Gained 

The NYSE's Composite Index 
gained 4.13 to 141.16: the 
American Stock Exchange 
Market Value Index 1.87 to 
268.31. and the Nasdaq Com- 
posite Index for the over-the- 
counter market 1.67 to 340. 14. 

Big Board volume averaged 
163.45 million shares a day, 
against 186.74 million the week 
before. 

Meanwhile the announcement 
by the Commerce Department 
that the November deficit fell lo 
SI 3.2 billion from 17.6 billion in 
October electrified traders, giv- 
ing them some of the best news 
since the October stock market 
crash 

The Dow Jones average, 
which had dropped 8.62 points 


on Thursday, shot up more than 
50 points in hectic trading as the 
market opened. It held around 
that level until the final half hour, 
when it slipped a bit in the final 30 
minutes to close up 39.96 points 
at 1,956.07. 

Broader market indexes also 
rose sharply. Stocks rising in 
price outnumbered falling issues 
byabout5-lo-1 on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

“ A lot of guy s were gambling it 
was going to go the other way. 
They only had a 50-50 chance of 
being right.” said Robert 
O'Toole, manager of over-the- 
counter trading at Shearson Leh- 
man Brother Inc. in New York. 

The markets have been obses- 
sed with the monthly trade statis- 
tic because it is perceived as one 
of the most visible measurements 
of American economic health 
and competitiveness, with 
profound effects on interest 
rates, consumer buying, man- 
ufacturing and employment 

In US bond-market trading, 
the Treasury’s key 30-year issue 
jumped about $25 per SI. 000 in 
face amount by late afternoon. 
Its yield, which moves inversely

to price and is an important sig- 
nal of interest rate trends, drop- 
ped 8.76 per cent from 9.02 per 
cent late Thursday. 

The most dramatic immediate 
reaction was in the foreign- 
exchange markets, where brok- 
ers scrambled to buy dollars. In 
New York, the US currency 
climbed lo nearly 131 Japanese 
yen, up more than 4yen fromlate 
Thursday. The dollar also 
advanced to nearly 1.69 West 
German marks, up from 1 .63 late

America's relentless trade 
deficits have put tremendous 
pressure on the dollar, which has 
fallen by 50 per cent against the 
yen and lost significant value ver- 
sus other major currencies in the 
past three years.

EEC officials 
to discuss Gulf 


US budget deficit estimated to near $165b cooperation pact 


WASHINGTON, Jan 16. (AP): 
Early estimates by the Congres- 
sional budget office indicate that 
next year's US government bud- 
get deficit could approach SI 65 
billion. Congressional aides said 
yesterday. 

The preliminary projection, if 
true, could mean that Congress 
will have to come up with more 
spending reductions and revenue 
increases than they thought 
would be necessary. 

Projections 

The budget office, which 
studies theeconomy and the bud- 
get for Congress, sent its latest 
projections for economic perfor- 
mance to congressional commit- 
tees last week. 

The estimates will be adjusted 
in the next few weeks as econ- 
omic statistics for late 1987 
become available. The new num- 
bers will provide a more com- 
plete picture of the effect the Oct 
" 19 stock market crash has had on 


theeconomy. 

Congressional staff workers, 
who asked not to be identified, 
said the preliminary economic 
figures would produce a fiscal 
1989 deficit in the $1 55 billion to 
165 billion range. Fiscal 1989 
begins Oct 1. 

The administration's office of 
management and budget said 
last week that it estimated the 
1 989 deficit will be $ 1 36 billion — 
exactly enough to meet the 
requirement of the Gramm- 
Rudman budget-balancing law. 
Designed 

Before leaving for its month- 
long Christmas recess in Decem- 
ber, Congress passed legislation 
designed to reduce the deficit by 
$76 billion over the next two 
years. The bills were a product of 
the budget summit agreement 
reached between Reagan and 
Congressional leaders following 
, the stock market plunge. 

Meanwhile, the US industrial 


output climbed 5.2 per cent in 
1987. almost five times the 
previous year's gain and the best 
showing for American industry 
since f984, the government 
reported yesterday.

EEC proposes to allow banks 
to operate across borders 


BRUSSELS. Jan 16, (AP): The 
European Economic Commun- 
ity yesterday proposed lo allow 
banks to operate across national 
borders as part of its broader 
campaign to abolish internal 
frontiers by 1992. 

The EEC Executive Commis- 
sion, which drew up the plan, 
said it represents "a very impor- 
tant step" toward creating a bor- 
derless Europe. 

Lord Cockfield. the EEC trade 
commissioner, told a news con- 
ference he hoped the plan would 
be adopted by the member gover- 
nments by the end of this year 
and implemented by the end of 
1990. 

He said the most innovative 
feature of the proposal was the 
establishment of a Community 
license that would allow ban ks to 
operate throughout the 12- 
nation trading bloc. 

A bank authorised to operate 
in one EEC country 
automatically would be entitled 
to set up branches elsewhere in 
the common market without 
separate authorisation from the 


host country, Cockfield said. 

Non-EEC banks wishing lo 
operate in the EEC, he said, 
would have to satisfy not only the 
legal requirements of the host 
country but also EEC demands 
for reciprocity. 

Currently, any bank establi- 
shed in one EEC country must 
apply for authorisation from all 
the other countries in which it 
wants to conduct business. It is 
subsequently subject to the laws 
of the host country. 

Subject 

Branch banks would be 
subject to the laws of the country 
in which their home office is 
situated, rather than to those of 
the host country. 

Cockfield said home country 
control, mutual recognition and 
harmonisation of banking 
regulations were the “essential 
principles” on which the plan 
was based. 

An EEC banking license, he 
said, would be valid for a range of 
activities, including trading in 
securities, managing portfolios, 
leasing and handling loans and 


deposits. 

The plan proposed a series of 
operation standards, such as 
minimum capitalisation 
requirements, record keeping 
and disclosure of corporate 
information. Involvement in 
non-banking activities would be 
limited to a maximum of 50 per 
cent of the bank's own funds. 

Cockfield said the EEC “must 
absolutely protect its position” 
in the current round of world 
trade liberlisalion talks and 
therefore the new banking rules 
would not be applied lo non- 
EEC banks. 

The existing rules under the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade apply only to trade in 
goods. Extending those rules to 
cover trade in services is a major 
issue in the current round of 
GATT trade negotiations. 

Cockfield said the Commis- 
ison will be making further 
proposals before Easter on 
bank's solvency requirements, 
which, together with existing leg- 
islation. would complete EEC 
regulation in the bunking sector. 


API warns of US oil shortage 


WASHINGTON. Jan 16, 
(Reuter): An oil industry official 
said yesterday that prices would 
remain volatile over the next 
several years amid rising demand 
and falling US production, 
which could leave America vul- 
nerable to another shortage. 

The prediction came as the 
American Petroleum Institute 
(API) issued a year-end report 
which showed an increase in US 
oil demand and imports for 1987. 
while domestic production fell to 
its lowest level in a decade. 

Sharper 

The report suggests that shar- 
per rises in US oil imports and a 
domestic production drop dur- 
ing 1986 were the beginning of a 
trend and not aberrations caused 
by chaos in the oil markets, as 
some analysts had thought, said 
Edward Murphy, API director 
of finance, accounting and statis- 
tics. 

"Obviously there is a great 
deal of uncertainty about the 
future direction of energy mark- 
ets," Murphy told reporters. 

"But it is clear from what 
occurred last year that boLh the 
US demand and US supply of 
petroleum are continuing (o 
react sharply to the drop in prices 


which occurred in 1986.” 

Analysts have said that a 
major factor depressing oil prices 
or keeping them in check has 
been the world’s ample spare 
production capacity, estimated 
at about 1 1 million barrels a day 
two years ago. which is in excess 
of last year's actual global output 
of 55.7 million barrels a day. 

Shrink 

Murphy predicted that the 
world's spare capacity, nearly all 
of which is within the 13-nation 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (Opc c), 
would shrink to about 5.5 million 
barrels a day within three to five 
years. 

At that point "the probability 
of shortages and price increases, 
similar to what we experienced in 
the 1970s, increases substan- 
tially. Murphy said. 

"Our energy future is going lo 
be strictly a function of what 
happens in the Opec organisa- 
tion.” he added. 

Opec's official production 
ceiling is 16.6 million barrels a 
day. but it has the capacity to 
produce about 27.5 million 
barrels daily, Murphy said. 
There iscurrently very little spare 
production capacity elsewhere in 


the world, he said. 

In its year-end statistical 
report, the’ API said US oil con- 
sumption rose 1.8 per cent last 
year to 16.6 million barrels per 
day. In 1986. it said demand rose 
by 3.5 per cent. 

The demand increase covered 
all petroleum products except 
residual fuel, which fell 1 1.6 per 
cent to 1 .3 million barrels per day 
as electric power plants and 
industrial users switched lo 
cheaper fuels, the API said. 

Meanwhile, in London the 
Amerada Hess oil company 
expects a decrease in its North 
Sea oil output due to natural 
production declines, its board 
chairman Leon Hess said. 

He said in the future oil 
developments in the North Sea 
would likely be limited to smaller 
fields. 

The oil price decline of 1986 
reduced capital and operating 
expenditures of the company, he 
said, adding that measures were 
taken to maximise the cost effec- 
tiveness on ongoing activities. 

Despite the prospect of contin- 
uing short-term oil price 
volatility on world markets, the 
price outlook in the long run had 
improved, he said.

Flynn praised the 
pac in g of the old practice of US banks acting in unison to “ 
reschedule devdopmg-country debt to a new trend of individual 
banks independently choosing their own methods of dealing with - 
problem loans. "One of the initial difficuItksW bad was accept- 
ing the concept of fair share and that all the banks were in Ass 
together,” Flynn said. Flynn said regional banks, defined as 
major banks outside New York City and California, were respon- 
sible for 35 per cent of d ev eloping-country loans, while money 
centres hold 65 per cent on their books. Flynn said the interests of ; 
the biggest, so-called money centre banks and those of the 
regional*; were very divergent in continued lending to the Third .' 
World. Since the foreign debt crisis erupted in 1962, banks have' - 
been dealing with the problem by lending new money so indebted 
nations could service interest payments. But last year debtors and 
creditors became more open to a so-called mean of options, 
including exit bonds, debt-equity Swaps, and a new Mexican bond 
swap plan.

Austria’s trade with the 13 Opec countries represented only 2L2 
per cent of its imports and 2.9 per cent of its exports. 

Austrian imports of commodities and services from Opec 
countries dropped by 5.2 percent to $677 million, compared with 
the same period a year earlier, while Austrian exports to the group 
reached $739 motion, a dec tine of 27.7 per cent, fearing a balance 
of more than 62 million in favour or Austria.

Oil prices mixed 
as traders debate 
Opec production 

NEW YORK, Jan 16. (UPI): Oil 
prices fell on the New York Mer- 
cantile Exchange yesterday but 
rose by as much as 50 cents a 
barrel on other world markets as 
traders debated whether Opec 
has throttled back its excess oil 
production. 

“There is a tug of war between 
those who believe Opec is cutting 
output and those who don't," 
said Sanford Margos hes, analyst 
at Shearson Lehman Brothers 
Inc. in New York. "I am in the 
believers' camp." 

Slashed 

Earlier this week Opec 
President RJlwanu Lukman told 
analysts in London that the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries had slashed 
its production to between 16 
million and 1 6.5 million barrels a 
day to defend its S18-a-ban-el 
benchmark price 

In December the I3-nalion' 
organisation pumped about 18.6 
million barrels a day, far above 
its official ceiling of 16.6 million 
barrels a day for the second half 
of 1987. Surplus Opec produc- 
tion drove down world oil prices 
by about S3 a barrel between 
August and December. 

Margoshes said he thinks 
Opec production now may be 
running about 16.5 million 
barrels a day. "If this is a sustain- 
able output cut and it holds for a 
month or more, we're certainly 
going lo see visibly higher 
prices,” he said. 

But skepticism over Opec 
production levels dominated the 
Merc, where WesL Texas Inter- 
mediate — the principal US 
crude for immediate delivery — 
lost 26 cents to SI 6.95 a barrel. 

For the West Texas Inter- 
mediate dropped 36 cents a 
barrel in volatile trading as 
traders weighed reports Opec 
leader Saudi Arabia was dis- 
counting its oil against Luk- 
man's claim that the organisa- 
tion had curbed production.

Drawing on decades of internal 
political continuity, Kuwait has 
emerged as “an important 
regional political force, and a sig- 
nificant influence on world 
energy and financial develop- 
ments,” according to a respected 
v specialised -publication- here 1 
1 today. “ " " " » i 

Middle East Economic Digest 
(MEED) weekly magazine 
emphasised in its latest issue that 
the Arab Gulf coimtry has "an 
acute sense of the balance of 
competing world forces. 

"This has obliged Kuwait to 
play a role that belies its small 
population," Meed pointed out. 

Stressed 

Turning to last year's 
experiences, the weekly stressed 
that they had deepened the 
government's belief in its ability 
to deal effectively with the 
challenges facing the country. 

Paying warm tribute to 
Kuwaiti policies, the magazine 
noted that “the result is a state 
better equipped and more willing 
to meet the demands of the 
future.” 

Significant 

It pointed out that the Kuwaiti 
government “has addressed over 
the past 1 8 months some of the 
most sensitive issues facing both 
the country and the region.” 

Meed believed that 1 987 was a 
remarkable period for Kuwait — 
“arguably the most significant 


since independence 27 years 
ago.*' 

The publication referred to the 
slump in oil prices in 1986 to 
about $10 a barrel and to “the 
growing pressure from Iran," 
and Tehran's increased attacks 
on vessels sailing to and from 
Kuwait 

’ • But the weekly made it clear , 
•lHa1"Kuwai{ ' was able -"to "sur- 1 
mount the problems and its 
government moved to deal with 
each issue. 

Despite the oil revenue trends, 

E ublic spending was raised, 
oosting the economy. In 
August 1986, .the Central Bank 
of Kuwait finally unveiled its 
programme for settling “bad 
loans.” 

In addition, measures were 
taken to stimulate the share 
market and at the turn of the year 
interest rates were cut in an effort 
to stimulate the private sector, it 
added. 

The pace of policy initiatives 
quickened in lie summer with 
the announcement that the 
government “planned to step up 
local borrowing to soak up 
liquidity, provide local invest- 
ment opportunities for Kuwaiti 
savers and finance the budget 
deficit.’* 

Floated 

Meanwhile, three issues of 
government bills and bonds were 
floated, largely successfully, 
before the year was out. 

Meed also heaped praise on 


Kuwait Investment Office, 
recalling that its measured 
acquisition of one-fifth of the 
shares of British Petroleum (BP), 
was a “shrewd investment move 
in its own right.” 

The Kuwaiti stake in the 
world’s third biggest oil com- 
pany additionally offers the 
country important long-term 
development opportunities. 

“The investment reflects 
Kuwait's growi ng sophistication 
as a financial power and gives 
Kuwait Petroleum Corporation 
(KPC) the possibility of access, 
through BP, to markets in North 
America and Australia. These 
would be on top of outlets in 
West Europe, where it already 
has downstream operations." 

The publication also spoke 
about the developments occur- 
ring on the international front 
and noted that Kuwait's careful 
policy to bring back Egypt into 
the Arab fold bore fruit 
Central role 

Furthermore, Kuwait played 
a central role in achieving a “his- 
toric shift’* in US policy in the 
Gulf. 

Anxious to restore its 
credibility in the Gulf in the wake 
of the Irangate fiasco, the White 
House agreed to register II 
Kuwaiti tankers. Meed said. 

It quoted analysts as underlin- 
ing that Kuwait’s handling of the 
issue reflected “considerable 
depth of experience in dealing 
with world powers.”

ISTANBUL. Jan 16, (Reuter): 
Turkey announced a series of 
trade and budget measures today 
to protect local industry, cut red 
tape and reduce the big govern- 
ment budget deficit. 

‘“Everything will be free for 
importation ... Turkey is now 
probably much more advanced 
than many European nations,” 
Prime Minister Turgul Qzal told 
textile manufacturers in Istan- 
bul. 

But, while the measures publi- 
shed in the official gazette were 
clearly part of OzaPs drive since 
1983 to reform Turkey's tangled 
trade rules, some protectionism 
was apparent. 

Restrictions on more than 75 
classes of imports were lifted and 
only 3j$ items like guns or drugs 
will m future need permits. 
But the net cost of many luxury 
imports will rise, the Anatolian 
news agency said. 

Decree 

A treasury and foreign trade 
undersccretariat decree publi- 
shed in the gazette said customs 
dues would drop for phar- 
maceutical products and 
chemicals not made in Turkey 
and no goods would be taxed at 
more than 50 per cent. 

But the decree increased the 
levies paid on many luxury goods 
to special state arms industry and 
housing funds. 

Categories affected included 
cosmetics, ready-to-wear cloth- 
ing, shoes, porcelain, car body- 
work, furs, chandeliers and other 
goods competing with Turkish 
factories. 

The decree said the number of 
categories of goods charged the 
state fund levies would be 
increased from 577 to 783. 

The Finance Ministry said 25 


per cent or more of the total 
income of the state funds would 
be transferred to the government 
budget, Anatolian reported. 

The funds have an income of at 
least a billion dollars a year from 
the special levies, while the bud- 
get deficit for the first 1 1 months 
of 1987 totalled 893 billion lira 
($850 million). 

Implied . . 

The decree said the measures 
aimed to help Turkish industry 
to compete, to reduce smuggling 
and to ease red tape. It said die 
proportion of imports feeding 
licences would drop from 10 to 
4.5 percent 

OzaL, in his speech to textile 
manufacturers, implied that 
trade would be controlled by a 
continued devaluation of the 
lira. “The most important tool in 
(trade) competition is undenia- 
bly a correct exchange rate 
policy. These policies will con- 
tinue,” he said. 

World Bank 
loan to Ecuador 

WASHINGTON, Jan 16, 
(Opecna): The World Bank, will 
extend a $60 million loan to 
Ecuador to co-finance an 85.70 
million housing development 
scheme. 

Under the programme, a 
project of the Ecuadorian bous- 
ing bank to be launched during 
the next five years, about 12,500 
lots of land will be developed 
wbile around 15,000 home 
improvement loans are to be 
given out. 

According to a World Bank 
statement, the loan, repayable in 
17 years with a four-year grace 
period, carries a ‘near-to- 
market' interest rate.

“My game 
went right down and 1 didn't feel 
as if I was in the match for a 
while.” 

Edberg, winner of the last two 
Australian Opens, cruised 
through the first two sets but 
then lost the rhythm on his serve 
as Goldie turned up the heat. 

it was not until the eighth 
game of the fourth set, when he 
broke after a five-deuce game, 
that Edberg regained control. 

Ranked 330 in the world, Slol- 
tenberg beat American Joey Rive 


6-2 6-2 6-2 and immediately 
announced he was looking for- 
ward to playing Edberg. 

“It will be a great experience,*’ 
he said. “1 have never played 
anyone ranked that high before 
ana to get this far in a Grand 
Slam tournament is a bonus in 
itself.

Third-seeded Wilander had a 
much easier task than Edberg.

Fast bowlers Patrick Patter- 
son and Courtney Walsh dismis- 
sed India for 1 73 in their second 
innings with liberal use of boun- 
cers, and West Indies captain Viv 
Richards told reporters bis 
pacemen were only answering 
Indian tactics. 

“We play according to what 
we get. The guys retaliated a bit.” 
Richards said. 

Indian skipper Dilip Veng- 
sarkar was upset about an Indian 
cricket board announcement 
that he might be fined or sacked 
for writing articles about Test 
matches while playing in them. 

“I didn't expect these 
statements d uring the match — it 
does put pressure on our 
players,” he said after the game. 


The issue was shelved but not 
resolved by an injury to Veng- 
sarkar which put him OUl of the 

final match. 

Controversy continued in the 
drawn third Test in Calcutta, 
where both teams amassed over 
500 runs on a placid pilch in their 
first innings. 

India's Mohammad Azharud- 
din, who made 60, survived two 
confident appeals for his dismis- 
sal, leading to a bitter row bet- 
ween umpire Piloo Reporter and 
Richards. 

Appeal 

An Indian official alleged that 
Richards used “filthy language” 
after the umpire rejected an 
appeal for a catch off the bowling 
of Walsh, and followed it with 
angry words when Reporter 
rejected an lbw appeal the very 
next ball. 

But these incidents paled 
beside Hirwani's performance 
on a Madras pitch which West 


indies manager Jackie Hendriks 
described as “a disgrace, a min- 
efield.” 

The climax of the controversy- 
racked tour was an astonishing 
piece of leg-break bowling by 
Hirwani on a pitch which 
brought a formal West Indies 
complaint. 

Hirwani, from Indore in cen- 
tral India, became only the 
second bowler to claim 16 wick- 
ets on his Test debut, emulating 
the feat of Australia's Bob Mas- 
sie against England at Lords in 
1972.

The 50-yard indoor distance is 
considered a world indoor best 
rather than a world record 
because the distance is rarely run.

Pakistanis rout

LUCKNOW, India, Jan 16,

Gatting wants 
to forget 
Pakistan 
umpire row 

WELLINGTON, Jan 16, (Reu- 
ter): England cricket captain 
Mike Gatting today shrugged off 
a report by a Pakistani inquiry 
commission which called his 
behaviour in the second Test in 
Faisalabad unacceptable. 

Galling, recently arrived in 
New Zealand for the start of 
England's latest tour, said he 
wanted to forget the whole a flair. 

“It doesn't surprise me what 
they said. It's all been done. 
Everyone's written up about it 
and everyone can have their own 
opinions," he said in a telephone 
interview from Christchurch. 

“I’ve really got nothing to say 
about it — it's all been said as far 
as I'm concerned and I just want 
to forgel about it.’ 

The report, made public at a 
news conference in Lahore yes- 
terday, also said that tour man- 
ager Peter Lush's criticisms of 
the umpiring after the first of the 
three Tesis had raised tension. 

Finished 

Lush told a news conference 
shortly after the team arrived in 
Christchurch yesterday that he 
did not want the matter to go any 
further. 

“As far as I’m concerned, and 
everybody else here, the Pakistan 
tour is finished, dead and buried 
and all that occurred there.'' 
Lush said. 

The report was compiled by a 
two-man inquiry commission 
appointed by the Pakistani 
cricket board. It criticised Pakis- 
tani umpire Shakoor Ran a for 
becoming involved in a slanging 
match with Gatting in the second 
Test but kept its harshest words 
for Gatting. 

“Mr Cutting's conduct, irre- 
spective of the provocation^ 
amounted to unacceptable 
behaviour and cannot be con- 
doned. His conduct went beyond 
dissent and damaged the dignity 
and authority of the umpire," it 
said. 

The quarrel came close to 
causing the cancellation of the 
Pakistan tour and has left a lot of 
bad feeling between the two 
countries' cricketing establish- 
ments. 

Shakoor refused (0 continue 
until Gatting apologised and 
more than a day’s play was lost 
before he obliged, under orders 
from England's Test and County 
Cricket Board. 

Yesterday Lush confirmed 
that Gatting had received a letter 
of regret from Shakoor but it had 
not been made public because it 
did not amount to an apology. 

The trouble began during the 
first Test in November in 
Lahore, won by Pakistan. A 
number of umpiring decisions 
were disputed bitterly by the 
England batsmen and in one 
incident opener Chris Broad 
refused to leave the field for a 
time after being given out. 

Pre-planned 

Lush reacted later lo a com- 
ment from the Pakistani cricket 
board president Ghulam Safdar 
Butt, who said it appeared 
England’s “moaning and groan- 
ing in Pakistan was pre-plan- 
ned". 

Lush said: “It's disappointing 
lo see such a suggestion made 
. . . England teams just don't do 
that sort of thing. 

"My understanding of the 
inquiry was that it was on the 
basis of a fully confidential 
report, the findings of which 
would not be made public with- 
out consultation with the Test 
and County Cricket Board. 

“It was also understood that 
tiie report would have recom- 
mendations aimed at stopping 
future incidents with no attempt 
to apportion blame.”
